It is significant, too, that the rejection of the 
treaty has been fellowed by the immediate assignment of 
Gen. Lucia Velasco, an able and experienced officer of the 
Colombian Army, as Commander of the Military Depart- 
ment of Panama, the belief being that the appointment 
was made as a precautionary measure against the im- 
pending movement toward secession. We repeat, therefore, 
that, in view of all the circumstances, the rejection of 
the Panama treaty may be followed by grave consequences 
on the isthmus. Political conditions there are already 
chaotic and insecure, and are bound to be aggravated by 
the defeat of a measure which promised such enormous 
benefits to the several States of the Colombian Federa- 
tion, As for the United States, we may safely assume 
that, without concerning itself with the domestic affairs 
of sister republics, it will press resolutely forward in its 
determination to build an isthmian canal on the Lest 
available route. It has been suggested that the United 
States Government might find a short cut to the consum- 
mation of its desire in this respect simply by purchasing 
the rights and property of the new French Panama Canal 
Company and then denouncing the treaty of 1846, which 
pledges the United States to guarantee the sovereignty of 
Colombia over the territory through which the canal 
route passes. Such a proceeding, technically unassaible 
as a measure of international policy and almost parallel 
to the course pursued by Great Britain in securing con- 
trol of the Suez Canal, would make Colombia the prey of 


intriguing politicians and adventurers from within and | 


without, thus enormously increasing the difficulties she has 


already experienced in maintaining her existence as an’” 


orderly and independent nation, but it would not con- 
form to the dignified, sympathetic attitude uniformly as- 
sumed by the United States in dealing with other re- 
publics. Colombia may consequently be assured that she 
has nothing to fear in the way of aggression, either secret 
or unconcealed, from the United States. If the Panama 
Canal is built it will be with her expressed consent and 
under the conditions already specified. The only thing 
for her to keep in mind, with a view to the welfare of 
her own interests, is that the United States is going to 
build an isthmian canal, either by the Panama route or 
some other. 

President Roosevelt’s exercise of the pardoning power 
in favor of Filipinos who have been convicted of felonies 
by military courts is sharply criticized by the Manila 
Freedom, which insists that his action is undeserved 
and will do more harm than good. The President re- 
cently pardoned three natives who were convicted by a 
court martial of an atrocious murder and sentenced to 
life imprisonment, and the Freedom, in commenting on 
the proceeding, says: “‘We do not know as yet what 
the President’s reasons were, nor are we peculiarly 
anxious to learn them. The action is meretricious in 
every respect. Roosevelt knows absolutely nothing of 
the Malay. Had he possessed the expert knowledge, born 
of contact with this people, such as is possessed by the 
men who live here, or who have fought their way through 
the bosque and been eaten by ants and stabbed in the 
back by the savage and merciless ‘ladrones’ (save the 
mark!) he would have been far more willing, all other 
things being equal, to have added to their terms of 
duress rather than to have turned them loose on the 
community again, particularly just at this time.” With- 
out regard to the merits of the case in point, the views 
ot our Manila contemporary are thoroughly sound and 
timely. Nothing could be more unfortunate than to 
bring our military courts into disrepute among the 
Filipinos, and nothing could be better calculated to pro- 
duce that result than such an exercise of the pardoning 
power as would convey the impression that the findings 
of those tribunals were not regarded as fair and just by 
the Government at Washington. The foundation of our 
whole system of civil administration in the Philip- 
pines was laid in the prompt and impartial administra- 
tion of justice by military courts. Those tribunals en- 
forced the principle of respect for law and order, and 
every act by the civil authorities, either in Manila or 
in Washington, which leads the natives to believe that 
our courts martial or military commissions were unfair 
in their findings or oppressive in their penalties is a 
blow at the whole fabric of civil goverament. The ex- 
ercise of the pardoning power in behalf of Filipinos 
who have been convicted of serious crimes by courts 
martial is a perilous experiment, for the reason that the 
Filipino is more likely to regard it as an official acknowl- 
edgment that he was unjustly convicted than as an 
act of mercy. That mistaken notion impairs respect for 
authority and increases the difficulty of maintaining law 
and order. 
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We are so accustomed to expect and to find the broad 
spirit of reason and fair play in the editorial utterances 
of the Philadelphia Public Ledger that it is unpleasantly 
surprising to find in the columns of that journal the 
following remarks concerning last week’s naval review 
at Oyster Bay: “If the Navy needs reviewing, it is 
plainly its duty to come to the President, and not that 
of the President to go to the Navy. What does it signify 
to a great nation that twenty vessels break up their 
practice maneuvers and steam a thousand miles or so 
from the coast of Maine to Oyster Bay and back? What 
does it matter that one of them, a first class battleship, 


was badly injured and was within an ace of total 
destruction at the outset of the voyage—can anything be 
more vital to the welfare of the country than that the 
serried squadrons should assemble before the President’s 
summer home and glorify him with the roar of many 
hundred guns and all the pomp and circumstance of the 
grandest naval review ever organized for any president?” 
This sort of talk be accepted quite as a matter of 
course from the exemplars of “yellow journalism,” but 
it is unworthy of a reputable, independent, patriotic 
newspaper like our Philadelphia contemporary. In the 
first place, the warships assembled for review at Oyster 
Bay did not “break up their practice maneuvers.” In the 
next place, the assumption that the accident to the Mas- 
sachusetts might have been avoided but for the trip to 
Oyster Bay is entirely gratuitous, In the third place, 
the notion that the review was arranged merely in order 
to glorify the President “with the roar of many hundred 
guns” is simple nonsense. In the broad sense of the 
term, the cruise from Maine to Oyster Bay, the review 
by the President and the return to the Northern ren- 
dezvous were all taken into account in arranging the 
program of the summer maneuvers. The mishap to the 
Massachusetts, needlessly exaggerated by the Public 
Ledger, would have been just as likely to happen while 
the vessel was steaming to the relief of a disabled fish- 
ing smack as while she was proceeding through the same 
waters to a review in Long Island Sound. Finally, the 
chances are that if the President had consulted his own 
wishes and his own personal comfort, he would have 
gladly dispensed with the arrangement to “glorify” him, 
inasmuch as the program subjected him to perhaps the 
hardest day’s work he has performed in the whole course 
of his public career. The exacting duties required of 
him by official etiquette, the noise, the rush and hurry 
and the physical fatigue entailed by the formal cere- 
monies of such an occasion are so well known to the 
President that no sane person will suspect him of seek- 
ing them. They are neither to be sought nor evaded by a 
right-minded official. The manifest belief of our Phila- 
delphia contemporary that he invited them in order to 
gratify a sense of personal vanity, and its equally ab- 
surd notion that the pre-arranged plans for naval 
maneuvers are set aside at the mere capricious behest 
of individuals are both amusing and disheartening. They 
reflect upon the intelligence as well as upon the justness 
of a journal from which we have been taught to expect 
better things. 
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If Mr. Richard Guenther, United States Consul Gen- 
eral at Frankfort-on-the-Main, will kindly advance three 
paces to the front, the Army AND Navy JourNAL will 
take particular pleasure in reprimanding him on behalf 
of the United States Army. And for this reason, namely, 
that in an official report to the State Department he 
insolently declares that the army mule must go, and that 
he will shortly be succeeded by the “zebrula,” a cross 
Letween the zebra and the horse! “The zebrula,” he 
says, “on account of its form and general bodily condi- 
tion, especially the hardness of the hoofs, is especially 
adapted for all transport work heretofore performed by 
mules. The zebrula is much livelier than the mule and 
at least as intelligent.” In the interest of fair play we 
most earnestly protest against this ungrateful slur upon 
one of the most highly honored and trustworthy servants 
of the military establishment. Abolish the Army mule? 
Perish the thought, and palsied be the tongue that utters 
ic! The Army mule is an American institution. He 
is not excessively endowed with the fatal gift of beauty, 
but he knows his business when it comes down to hard 
work. He is modest, patient and steadfast in storm 
and sunshine, and while he has certain temperamental 
peculiarities which now and then subject him to the ob- 
jurgation of unappreciative critics, he has never disap- 
pointed the expectation of those who depend upon his 
staying powers in the grim task of war. He knows no 
fear: he is uncomplaining even under the sting of ill 
deserved reproof; he is a citizen of the world to whom 
all climates are as one; he is simple in his tastes, re- 
served in his manners, and knows several more things 
than the superficial observer would imagine. In the 
Civil War he proved his worth in scores of desperate 
campaigns ; in the difficult operations against the Indians 
he convinced the scoffers that he was built for service; 
in the Philippines he was always on hand when most 
urgently needed, and in South Africa he did a full share 
in winning victory for the British who had sought him 
in far Missouri. To talk, therefore, of side-tracking 
the Army mule, to supplant him with a nondescript like 
the “zebrula,” is both ungrateful and absurd. He be- 
longs to the Army, and the Army will see that he gets 
fair play.

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Major Daniel M. Appel, surgeon U.S.A., and Capt. 
Hiram McL. Powell, 25th U.S. Inf., who were tried be- 
fore a court martial at Fort Logan, of which 
Col. John W. Bubb, 12th Inf., was president, on 
a charge of conspiring to defeat the United States by 
obtaining the allowance of false and fraudelent claims, 
have both been acquitted, and the acquittal was ap- 
proved by General Baldwin, commanding the Department 
of Colorado.

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We are obliged to W. H. Spera, late major 17th 
Penn. Cayalry, for calling our attention to an omission 
in our list of veterans in the Army. Major Spera says: 
“My. attention has been called to the interesting list ot 
‘Civil War Veterans in the Army,’ published in the 
Journal of August 1, but I failed to find the name of a 
comrade of mine, and write to ask that you add his name 
to the list of colonels in the Regular Army who have 
had long and honorable service in the Regular Army. 1 
refer to Colonel Edward E. Wood, professor of modern 
languages at West Point. In the summer of 1862 I 
raised a troop of Volunteer Cavalry in Lancaster county, 
Pa., and enlisted Private Wood for ‘three years or the 
war.’ He was, successively, private, corporal, com- 
missary sergeant, and first sergeant, Company C, 17th 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Cavalry. In 1864 he was pro- 
moted from Ist sergeant to Ist lieutenant and placed in 
command of Company C; subsequently he served a tour 
as regimental adjutant, and later served as an acting 
adjutant general at the headquarters, 2d Brigade, 1st 
Division Cavalry Corps, and still later was on duty in 
a similar capacity at the headquarters, Ist Division, 
Cavalry Corps, serving under both Devin and Merritt. 
Not only is Wood a veteran of the Civil War, but 
he is one of the few officers now in the Regular Army 
who spent time in rebel prison. Through no fault of 
his, he was a prisoner of war nine months, and was de- 
tained in Libby prison during that time. Your readers 
are doubtless familiar with Wood's career as a cadet 
and as an officer since he entered West Point in 1866. 
He was the last appointee of Thaddeus Stevens. The 
people of Lancaster county have given the country a 
long list of faithful public servants. In the Army, 


Reynolds, Wood and Black are among the men sent to. 


West Point, and McCaskey among those who served 
four years in the Volunteer armies 1861-1865, instead 
of four years in academic life. The State of Pennsyl- 
vania has warmly commended McCaskey as a proper 
officer for brigadier general, and the good people of the 
State also hope that Wood will be remembered when 
favors to brave and deserving officers of Civil War 
service are being distributed.”

In noticing a work entitled “German Ambitions as 
they affect Britain and the United States,” the Brit- 
ish Navy League Journal says: “The Germans antici- 
pate a great increase in international rivalry in the next 
few years, and great conflicts on sea for trade. ‘The 
battles of the future will be by the sea.” The modern ten- 
dency is for all great powers to be sea-powers as well 
as land-powers. The present great naval superiority of 
Britain is a relic from the past surviving into the pres- 
ent. The old sharp contrast between sea-powers and 
land-powers is gone. The cause of animosity will be 
trade. All the great industrial States will, in Pohle’s 
view, be competing for a trade which is doomed to di- 
minution and decay. ‘The typical export trade of to- 
day is the trade of a manufacturing country with one 
producing raw materials or food; and it is doomed, be- 
cause countries of the latter type will by degrees come 
more and more to want their own raw materials and 
their own food. ‘Then the industrial countries will have 
to revive their agriculture, and it will be no easy busi- 
ness. There is no crime of which we are not accused 
by these German authorities. Treachery to Prussia, 
piracy against Holland, insults to the Kaiser, betrayal 
of Frederick the Great, massacre of the Boers, all these 
things are solemnly marshalled. Some will be inclined 
to laugh, but those who study the redoubtable cam- 
paign of Bismarck against France in the years before 
1870 will not laugh long. ‘There is a very serious mean- 
ing behind these ravings and menaces, and that meaning 
is the resolute hostility of the German nation to Eng- 
land. Second to ourselves in the category of powers 
marked out for destruction by Germany is the United 
States. But the Teuton professors are likely to find 
America a tough nut to crack, the more so as her people 
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are under no such amiable delusions as oursely 
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Thanks to the zealous efforts of an officer of the Unit- 
ed States Army, Col. Henry W. Hubbell, the city of Ma- 
nila is about to witness a long-deferred ceremony in 
honor of the first American Consul General in the Philip- 
pines. Colonel Hubbell’s uncle, George W. Hubbell, 
went to Manila in 181, shortly after Spain opened the 
Philippines to foreigners, and established an extensive 
shipping business. Ultimately he was appointed Unit- 
ed States Consul General at Manila, and while serving 
in that capacity he died in 1831 of cholera. His brothers, 
who were his business partners, returned to the United 
States and sent to Manila a handsome marble monument 
to be placed over his grave. The clerical authorities 
objected to the erection of the monument on the ground 
* that none but members of the Catholic church dying in 
the Philippines could be so honored, and consequently 
the memorial was never placed in position. Ever since 
his arrival in Manila two years ago, Colonel Hubbell 
searched in vain for his uncle’s grave, but a few weeks 
since, while engaged in a business transaction with the 
president of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, he dis- 
covered that the neglected monument was stored away 
in the grounds adjoining the bank building. He has 
placed the matter before Governor Taft, who has decided 
to erect the monument in the plaza opposite the site of 
the old American consulate, which will henceforth be 


known as Hubbell Plaza. And thus, after seventy-two 
years of neglect, the memory of the first United States 
Consul General in the Philippines will be duly honored 
in Manila—no longer a Spanish, but an American, city. 
It would be difficult to imagine a finer example of poetic 
justice. 
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In spite of the official denial of the reports of serious 
political disturbances—amounting in some cases to overt 
acts by armed bands of agitators—in the Eastern pro- 
vinces of Cuba, the island Government is evidently appre- 
hensive of trouble. Evidence of this appears in an order 
issued by the’ Secretary of the Interior, which directs all 
dealers in fire-arms in the island to take a receipt from the 
buyer of each rifle, revolver or supply of ammunition and 
to report the sale to the police authorities. Dealers in 
such articles in the city of Havana have been notified that 
they must either ship them out of the country or store 
them at their own risk in Cabanas fortress, whence they 
will be delivered to approved purchasers on orders issued 
by the government. ‘This drastic order, which has pro- 
voked an earnest protest from dealers in fire-arms, is de- 
scribed by the Government officials as merely a precau- 
tionary measure designed to keep rifles and revolvers from 
falling into the hands of irresponsible persons, but in some 
quarters it is believed to have been inspired by the dis- 
covery of a plot in the Eastern provinces to overthrow 
the Cuban Government for its refusal to approve a scheme 
to appropriate some fifty-five millions of dollars for the 
payment of veterans of the insurrectionary army. What- 
ever may be the cause which inspired it, the order of the 
Government to regulate the sale of fire-arms is conspicu- 
ously wise and proper. It is easier to prevent an insur- 
rection than suppress it. The ex-reyolutionary soldier, 
with a grievance in his mind and a gun in his hands, is 
an enemy to Cuban peace and should not be trifled with. 
What the peace and progress of the young republic re- 
quire is hoes, not rifles, in the hands of her sons, and Pre- 
ident Palma appears to be wholesomely resolved that such 
shall be the arrangement. 
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In an official communication to the chief quartermaster 
at Manila, Capt. C. B. Baker, Q.M.,U.S.A., on duty at 
Washington, says: “I am directed by the acting quar- 
termaster general to invite your attention to the large 
number of native servants brought to this country by 
Army officers and their families. For example the pas- 
senger list of the Army transport Thomas, which sailed 
from Manila for San Francisco on March 6, 1903, shows 
there were on board the following seryants: One Fili- 
pino boy, servant of Major ; three Filipino boys, 











servants of Lieut. ——-—; one Filipino girl, servant of 
Mrs, ; one Japanese woman, servant of Capt. : 
one Japanese woman, servant of Mrs, ———-; total, seven. 


These native servants must invariably be sent back to 
the Philippines and this office has no authority to fur- 
nish transportation on any Army transport for female 
servants, unless accompanying a mother with an infant 
in arms. Furthermore, the practice of bringing male 
and female servants to the United States from Cuba 
and Porto Rico was so much abused that the Secretary 
of War required a number of officers to return these 
servants at their own personal expense. It is therefore 
desired that great consideration be given by the authori- 
ties in Manila to any applications for the transporta- 
tion on the Army transports for male or female native 
Filipinos, Japanese, Chinese, or other foreign servants, 
from the Thilippines or Nagaski, Japan, to the United 
States.” 
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Discussing in the English United Service Magazine, 
the question whether field artillery is obsolete, Capt. C. 
Holmes Wilson, R.F.A., reaches the conclusion that 
what is wanted is a gun that can search cover. ‘This, he 
believes, “should be a howitzer, and should be mobile 
enough to keep pace with the infantry, and to trot on 
occasions if required. It should be a quick-firer, capable 
of rapid firing, once the range and fuse have been found. 
Behind these would come the heavy guns of large caliber, 
drawn, possibly, by traction engines. In all cases the 
range of the piece would have to be long.” Entrench- 
ments will be employed hereafter on a larger scale, and 
field artillery is of little use entrenchments. 
Shrapnel may keep men under cover, but it cannot touch 
them there. The increase in the range of the rifle, and 
the extension of even a small army over a front of sev- 
eral miles, increases the difficulty of enfilading trenches. 
If the field artillery cannot hit men under cover, why. 
asks Captain Wilson, should they fire at them? A lighter 
gun could meet a direct attack and could take part in 
a rapid turning movement, when a heavy field gun could 
not. “Thus the heavy field gun is at a disadvantage 
when compared with the light or mobile horse artillery 
gun.” 
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Mr. James J. Hill, president of the Great Northern 
Railroad, is a patriotic, self-made man of large affairs 
and wide experience, but he is bound to get himself dis- 
liked by the “anti-imperialists” if he continues on his 
present course. Mr. Hill believes that the enormous 
growth of our industry and commerce requires that we 
shall have a larger Army. “I favor an Army of 200,000 
men,” he is quoted as saying, “ready to take the field at 
an hour’s notice. We must have peace, for our indus- 
trial and commercial growth, and peace we will have, if 
we have to fight for it.” Mr. Hill had better look out, 
or the goblins will get him, sure. Pretty soon he may be 


saying that as a city grows in population it should ip- 
crease its police force, or that the prudent merchant who 
enlarges his stock to meet the demands of an increasing 
trade should also increase the amount of his fire insyr- 
ance—and how the transcendental altruists of the “antj- 
imperialist” school will howl in derision at such crude 
doctrines! It is too bad for Mr. Hill. No man with his 
primitive views on matters of national or individyg| 
policy can expect any recognition in the truly cultured 
circles of Boston. 
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Unless something now unforseen arises to modify the 
conditions, the historic town of Newburgh, N.Y., will wit- 
ness on Oct. 14, a characteristic example of the tyranny 
of trades unionism. On that day the Newburgh Fire De. 
partment will have its annual parade, and the band of 
the United States Military Academy has been engaged, 
along with various civilian bands, to furnish music for 
the occasion. At the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, held in Indianapolis last 
May, a rule was adopted which stipulates that every 
union musician who takes part in public or private 
functions where military or other non-union musicians 
are engaged shall be punishable by a fine of $50 or expul- 
sion from the organization. For the forthcoming parade 
at Newburgh three union bands have been engaged, and 
it is stated that they will refuse to take places in the 
line if the West Point band is assigned to a position. 
We are advised and, we trust, correctly, that the West 
Point band will keep its engagement, even if it has to 
march alone, in order to show its good faith in the obliga- 
tion which it has assumed. ,

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Rear Admiral George C. Remey, U.S.N., was placed on 
the retired list of the Navy under operation of law last 
Monday, Aug. 17, and thereby promotes two officers to the 
rank of rear admiral: Capts. Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., 
and Colby M. Chester, U.S.N. Captain Sigsbee is noted 
in the U.S. Navy Register as an “additional number,” 
consequently his advancement also promotes the officer 
next below in the same grade. This ingenious method of 
permitting the advancement of officers for good conduct 
was adopted as a part of the Personnel law and its effect 
is to allow of the promotion of officers over the heads of 
their seniors without interfering in any way with the pro- 
motion in regular sequence of those officers over whom 
they were advanced. When, however, an officer so ad- 
vanced to the “additional number” list receives his pro- 
motion to the next higher grade his retirement or death 
does not operate to make a vacancy in that grade. »o 
that the final retirement of an admiral on the “additional 
list” does not promote a captain to that position, but the 
vacancy remains until the number is reduced to that pro- 
vided by law. 
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The British Admiralty have announced that Sub Lieut. 
Basil J. D. Guy had been raised to the rank of lieutenant, 
“specially for services in North China.” This young offi- 
cer entered the Britannia as a cadet as recently as 
May 15, 1898, and as acting sub-lieutenant, gained first- 
class certificates for seamanship, torpedoes, gunnery and 
pilotage, and in his first fighting, in the attack on Tien- 
tsin in July, 1900, secured the only V.C. conferred on thie 
navy for these operations, by rescuing an able seaman 
from under heavy fire of the Chinese on the city wall. 
He has now been rewarded, at the early age of twenty, 
with promotion to lieutenant over the heads of 108 young 
officers, some of whom joined the Britannia two or more 
vears before he did. He is the youngest of the 1,250 
lieutenants of the fleet, and he, Admiral of the fleet, Sir 
Nowell Salmon. and Vice Admiral Sir Arthur Wilson 
are the only naval officers now serving who possess this 
coveted decoration for “conspicuous bravery or devotion 
to the country in the presence of the enemy.”

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The War Department has published in two handsome 
volumes the “Correspondence relating to the War with 
Spain and conditions growing out of the same, includ: 
ing the Insurrection in the Philippine Islands and the 
China Relief Expedition,” between the Adjutant General 
of the Army and the Military Commanders in the 
United States, Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines be 
tween April 15, 1898, to July 30, 1902. These volumes 
contain the official records of the operations of the Army 
curing the period under review, and it is to them that the 
historian must turn for the materials of which the 
dramatic narrative of those momentous events is yet 
to be woven. An appendix to the work issued by the 
Government describes the organization of Army corps 
and gives a brief history of the Volunteer organizations 
in the Service of the United States during the war with 





Spain. 
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Col. S. M. Mills, U.S.A., commanding the United States 
forces at Portland, Me., has arranged with Major Booth- 
by, of Portland, for a grand parade of the United States 
Regular forces engaged in the war game. The parade 
will take place Monday, Aug. 31. Major General Chaf- 
fee and staff, according to present program, will leave 
Portland Saturday, Aug. 29, and Colonel Mills will be ™ 
command of the Regular forces. It is expected that at 
least 2,000 Regular soldiers will be in line. The Port- 
land battalion, of Maine militia, under the command of 
Major Welsh, Col. L. H. Kendall and staff, the Naval 
militia, under command of Lieutenant Bigelow, and the 
Signal Corps, veterans of Santiago, will be in line. 
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Europe is again beguiled with the dream of universal 
disarmament—this time under the hypnotic influence of 
Baron Destournelles, the leading French advocate of in- 
ternational arbitration. He has submitted to the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs a proposition that France 
and Great Britain shall enter into a treaty to dispose of 
their international differences, and that this treaty shall 
provide for a progressive reduction of their naval arma- 
ments. With such an agreement as a working basis, the 
Baron believes it would be possible to bring Germany, 
Russia and the United States into line with the same 
policy. The Baron’s plan, which is said to have found 
fovor with M. Delcasse, the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, is as follows: First, the conclusion of a reason- 
able arbitration treaty similar to that negotiated between 
Great Britain and the United States and in accordance 
with clause 19 of The Hague International Arbitration 
Convention; second, a reduction in the overwhelming 
naval expenses in agreement with France and Russia, 
ccneerning which the Baron claims to have received cate 
gorical verbal and written assurances; third, a friendly 
settlement of the outstanding differences which for twenty 
years have vainly exhausted the resources of diplomacy. 
It would be un-American to scoff at the Baron’s benefh- 
cent program. We should all wish that it might prove 
operative and result in making war impossible. But he 
is a sanguine and hopeful man, who, after considering the 
conditions which prevail throughout the world to-day, 
can persuade himself that the time is at hand or any- 
where near at hand for the humane project which the 
l'rench statesman has proposed. International arbitra- 
tion is making headway, undoubtedly, as a means of ac- 
complishing what was formerly accomplished by diplo- 
matie negotiation, but it has not nullified the funda- 
mental principle that the integrity of nations depends 
upon their ability and readiness to protect their rights 
with force. International arbitration itself presupposes 
the existence of sufficient military force to enforce its 
decrees. The violation by one nation of an obligation 
imposed upon it by an international tribunal whose de- 
cision it had agreed to accept would have to be punished 
by force, exercised by the other contracting nations—and 
that would reduce the whole case to a simple question 
of war power. International arbitration may diminish 
the chances of international war, but not by destroying 
the war power. Its decrees will be respected only so 
long as it is thoroughly understood that they are backed 
up with the military force necessary to execute them. 
The first step in progress is to rid the civilian mind of 
the delusion that military men are responsible for war 
and that the way to prevent war is to get rid of them. 

Whether or not we are to have war between Russia 
and Japan, it is evident that both nations are prepar- 
ing for it. The feeling for war in Japan is very strong, 
for it is evident that it is now or never with her. She 
has, for the moment, a slight advantage over Russia, 
both on the land and sea, but she has no prospect of an 
increase of strength, owing to her poverty, while her 
antagonist is constantly gaining. Russia has on the 
station six comparatively new battleships of the first-class 
the Sevastopol, Retvisan, Peresviet, Poltava, Pobieda, 
and Petropavlosk. Five new and extremely formidable 
battleships are under orders or on the way, the Osslabia, 
Tsarevitch, Borodino, Suvaroy and Orel. Every effort 
is being made to complete the last three, which are under 
way, before the Baltic is frozen up. The armored cruiser 
Bayan is ordered out and the Gromovoi a modern type 
vessel and the old Rurik and Rossia are already there. 
Add to this her six modern and fast protected cruisers, 
her destroyers and torpedo boats and Russia will have 
in the end eleven battleships, two good armored cruisers, 
about ten serviceable cruisers, and thirty or forty tor- 
pedo craft. This will be a force not far behind that of 
Japan and England combined. Japan has six battle- 
ships, two of which are of old date and inferior to those 
of Russia, six modern armored cruisers nearly equal to 
battleships for practical purposes, four very fast cruisers, 
besides numerous small cruisers and torpedo craft. The 
Japanese are fighters from the drop, and knowing if war 
comes that their national integrity is at stake, they will 
give us an exhibition of courage and resolution such as 
has never been excelled. If Russia becomes involved 
with Turkey, which she evidently does not intend to be, 
the opportunity of Japan will come. The gunnery of the 
Russian ships is reported to be fine*and the practice is 
constant, the officers aiming the gun. The Russian 
squadron in the Pacific has been increased three-fold in 
the last five years. 
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Weare not informed as to whether it was Mark 
Twain, John Kendrick Bangs, Peter F. Dunne or some 
other American humorist who wrote to the Navy Depart- 
ment suggesting that the nightshirts in which our sailors 
have always been clad, according to his information, 
should give place to pajamas. It is fair to suppose that 
whoever evolved that idea never ventured on the berth 
deck of a man-o’-war at night, especially in the tropics. 
A pair of drawers and an undershirt of the paymaster’s 
furnishing will be found to constitute about all the aver- 
age sailorman wants to soothe his slumbers. And in a 
large majority of cases it will be found that the two 
articles mentioned are dispensed with if the weather is 
at all warm. That pajamas were in favor with the 
Volunteer Army is indicated Ay the story told during 
the war with Spain of some good ladies in a Mississippi 
River town who made up a lot of pajamas and sent 
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them to the colonel commanding the Volunteer regiment 
from their locality, for the use of his men. Not hear- 
ing from the shipment they telegraphed to the colonel 
to inquire whether he had the pajamas. The despatch 
was received by the man of war just after he had been 
making a night of it, and he promptly replied: “It is 
a lie concocted by my political opponents. I admit that 
I am not a tetotaler, but I never had them in my life.” 
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As the result of the collision between the torpedo boats 
Decatur and Barry during the maneuvers in Oyster 
Bay on Aug. 17, an interesting discussion has arisen as 
to the tactical value and wisdom of the wedge formation 
in which the vessels were proceeding when the accident 
occurred. The purpose of the wedge formation is to in- 
crease the chances of getting a torpedo boat within strik- 
ing range of a warship, the idea being that if one of the 
boats in the wedge were disabled the others could go. on 
without changing their course. It is a question, however, 
whether this “bunching” of torpedo craft would not ex- 
pose them to increased danger. A ten-inch shell fired into 
a wedge formation might smash the formation entirely 
and it would probably increase the danger of a general 
collision. The accident in Oyster Bay was one that 
might happen at any time in the swift and hazardous 
work which torpedo boats are expected to perform, and 
evidently no blame for it attaches to anybody. But the 
effect of it will be to enlist increased interest in the 
handling of vessels of that type, and for that reason it 
will not be entirely without compensation. 


According to the twenty-fourth annual report of Col. 
R. H. Pratt, U.S.A., retired, Superintendent of the In 
dian Industrial School at Carlisle, Pa., that institution 
has just completed an exceptionally busy and successful 
year. The total enrollments of Indian boys and girls- in 
the school during the year numbered twelve hundred and 
ninety-eight, and the per capita cost of their mainten- 
ance was one hundred and fifty-two dollars and ninety 
cents. Their combined earnings for the year were thirty- 
one thousand, three hundred and ninety-three dollars 
and two cents, and the accumulated savings of the school 
now amount to thirty-five thousand, nine hundred and 
three dellars and sixty-three cents. During the year the 
authorities of the school found employment in the outing 
season for two thousand three hundred and thirty-five 
Indian boys and girls, nearly all of whom gave satisfac- 
tory service to their employers. ‘The enrollments in the 
school since it was established’ number four thousand. 
nine hundred and three. The institution is in a highly 
flourishing condition and under the careful direction of 
Colonel Pratt seems destined to still greater usefulness. 
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The Navy Department has received a most interesting 
report from Lieut. L. H. Everhart, now on Fecruiting 
duty in the Middle States, on poster advertising for re- 
cruits. Recently orders were issued by the Bureau of 
Navigation to recruiting officers of the Navy throughout 
the country to ask all applicants for enlistment what 
first gave them the idea of enlisting. According io the 
reports received by the Navy Department a majority re- 
plied it was the posters for the Navy on billboards. 
Lieutenant Everhart accompanied his report with 
samples of theatrical posters. He pointed out that the 
artistic ones were more effective than those of ordinary 
design, and makes the point that an increase in the at- 
tractiveness of recruiting posters will doubtless have a 
beneficial effect. It is probable that new designs for re- 
cruiting posters will result from the reconmendations 
made in this report. It would be an exvellenr idea to 
obtain designs for these posters from skilled artists. The 
posters now in use bear a picture of a sailor on the 
Oregon.

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The contracts with the Crescent Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, of Elizabethport, N.J., for the construction of the 
protected cruiser Chattanooga and the torpedo boats 
Nicholson and O’Brien were this week cancelled by di- 
rection of Acting Secretary of the Navy* Darling. The 
Crescent Company, which was included in the United 
States Shipbuilding Corporation, has done no work on 
any of these vessels for some months, and the Chatta- 
nooga was recently attached by the debtors of that cor- 
poration. Under a recent decision of the Attorney Gen- 
eral the vessels can be obtained by the Navy Depart- 
ment under what is termed a writ of stipulation. This 
makes the Government liable for the amount of 
claims of the creditors of the shipbuilding company, and 
the matter will be carried to the Court of Claims. In 
the meanwhile the vessels will be completed by the Gov- 
ernment at one of the navy yards, yet to be selected. 
A board of officers, of which Rear Admiral Ramsay is 
the president, was appointed this week to appraise the 


vessels. 


Capt. John J. Pershing, 15th U.S. Cav., who has had 
such remarkable success in subduing the hostile Moros 
in the Island of Mindanao, and who is now in the Unit- 
ed States on leave, is quoted by an Omaha reporter as 
saying: “There will be no more uprisings among the 
Moros. The general condition among that tribe is far 
better than the people of this country realize. While it 
will, of course, be necessary to maintain troops there 
for some time, I don’t believe there will be any real use 
for them. The tame element is too great. It yields to 
American discipline. Some foreigners in the Orient find 








fault with the work the Americans are dojng there, but 
I think that within ten years these people will be forced 
into the line of our most enthusiastic supporters. There 
has been an improvement in the industrial and sanitary 
conditions in the islands commensurate with the improve- 
ment in the civic government.” 


The British Government have entered into an undertak- 
ing in the nature of a partnership with the Cunard Line. 
The Government is to pay the company $750,000 an- 
nually and is to loan, not to exceed $13,000,000 at 
2 3-4 per cent. to pay for the construction of two new 
24 to 25 knot vessels; this to be a first lien on the 
Cunard fleet, and to be paid in twenty annual instal- 
ments. In return the Cunard company puts all of its 
vessels at the disposal of the Admiralty for hire or pur- 
chase; agrees to keep them under the British flag and 
British management, all of the officers and three-fourths 
of the crew to be British subjects and all the officers, ex- 
cept engineers, and one-half the crew to belong to the 
Royal Naval Reserve or the Royal Naval Fleet Reserve. 
No vessels with 17 knots or over are to be sold. without 
the consent of the Government.

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At the dinner given by the officers of the General 
Staff of the Army on Aug. 15 to the Secretary of War 
Mr. Root made a speech in which he took occasion to 
speak highly of Lieut. Gen. 8S. B. M. Young, the Chief 
of Staff, Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, the second rank- 
ing officer of the General Staff, and other officers present, 
and to thank them for their co-operation with him in es- 
tablishing the new method of Army administration and 
control. It is understood that Secretary Root will re- 
turn to the War Department as Secretary of War after 
the conclusion of the meetings of the Alaskan Arbitra- 
tion Commission in London, and will remain a member 
of the Cabinet until after the retirement next January 
of Lieutenant General Young. He will then retire from 
official life, and his successor will assume charge of 
affairs at the War Department. 

“Again we are told,” says the Minneapolis Times, “that 
the Army canteen is to be re-established. Canteen or 
no canteen, there is one thing that should be disestab- 
lished, and that is the dive that is so numerously and 
malodorously in evidence in the vicinity of every Army 
post.” Inasmuch as the canteen cannot be re-established 
except by act of Congress, the statemenc of our Minne- 
sota contemporary is obviously premature. But the 
Times is amply warranted in demanding the dis-establish- 
ment of the vile drinking saloons which have sprung up 
near the various Army posts sinee the canteen was abol- 
ished. Those disreputable resorts are logical, visible 
memorials to the sentimental reformers on whose arbi- 
trary demand the cleanly, orderely and carefully. regulat- 
ed post exchange was driven out of existence. 
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The Navy League Journal tells us that the ocean trials 
of the Europa and Spartiate have gone far to rehabili- 
tate the Belleville, and to prove that this boiler was some- 
what hastily condemned by the Boiler Committee... Both 
ships have returned from a trip of 20,000 miles to China, 
carried out under war conditions, in perfect order and fit 
to put to sea again if they were wanted. On the voyage 
out to China the Europa averaged 10.7 knots, and burnt 
3,600 tons of coal, so that a ton of conl carried her about 
three miles. On the return journey she did just as well, 
and in a four-fifths power run from Gibraltar to Deven- 
port she obtained 17.6 knots, in spite of bad weather. 
The Spartiate ran out at thirteen knots, burning 2,600 
tons of coal—a remarkable record—and on her return 
from China covered the run from Gibraltar to Devonport 
at eighteen knots. 
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On the 5th of August the War Department 
dropped 2d Lieut. Max Sulnon, 10th Cav., from the rolls 
of the Army as a deserter. A report was received on 
that date from his commanding officer to the effect that 
the young man, at the time of his disappearance, was 
heavily involved in debt to his brother officers and had 
been gambling extensively. Prior to the receipt of this 
report the War Department had no evidence showing that 
Sulnon was guilty of any violation of the regulations, 
and the officials were inclined to continue him on the 
rolls of the Army as long as possible. Second Lieut. 
Joseph W. Lacour, 16th Inf., will also be dropped from 
the Army for desertion on Aug. 21 or 22. He has now 
been absent without leave for the allotted three months.

The Librarian of Congress is anxious to complete the 
file of the Army AND Navy Journat in the National 
Library, lacking certain copies of the paper, which we are 
unable to furnish, as they are out of print.

Rev. Bruce Brown, who was re- 
cently designated for appointment as chaplain, and who 
took the physical examination, has declined the appoint- 
ment, on the ground that he does not think he should 
sever his connections with his congregation. Another 
appointment to the existing vacancy is to be made soon, 
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TROOPS FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Army General Staff has taken important action 
regarding the movements of troops between this country 
and the Philippines. On Aug. 18 the following statement 
relative to this matter was given out by Lieut. Gen. 
Samuel B. M. Young. 

“The movement of troops to the Philippines, as an- 
nounced in orders last year, was recently completed ex- 
cept that of the 14th Cavalry from Arizona to the Philip- 
pine Islands. General Davis recently recommended a 
reduction in the garrison of the Philippines of two regi- 
ments of Cavalry and two of Infantry. On this account 
the movement of the 14th Cavalry was suspended. The 


matter has been considered by the General Staff and tn 
view of the fact that the new regiments, which were add- 
ed to the Army when the reorganization ot 1901 took 
place, will be seriously depleted by the discharge of large 
numbers of men whose enlistments began with the organ- 
ization of those regiments, it has been decided to bring 
them home and discharge the men in the United States. 
If this course is not pursued it will be necessary to send 
out several thousand recruits with comparatively little 
training, and they in turn would come home in the near 
future by reason of the regiments to which they would 
be assigned completing their tour in the Philippine Isl- 
ands. ‘The regiments which are to come home from the 
Philippines and the order in which they will probably 
sail, are the 15th Cavalry, the 27th, 28th, and 30th In- 
fantry and the 11th Cavalry. The 11th Infantry will 
be the next regiment to come home from the Philippine: 
following soon after the completion of movements of 
other regiments. The 14th Cavalry will sail as soon as 
a transport can be put in commission and made ready to 
depart from San Francisco, probably in about two weeks. 
‘Che movement will be arranged so as to utilize the month- 
ly sailing of transports to and from the Philippines, as 
far as practicable. There is abundant accommodation 
on these transports for the enlisted force, but owing to 
the use of these vessels for casual officers and members 
of the Philippine Civil Government, the cabin space is 
generally fully occupied. : : 

“The War Department is having considerable difficulty 
in providing quarters for the various regiments at this 
time, owing to the delay in construction which seems to 
have been quite general throughout the country. For 
this reason the proposed reduction in the Philippine gar- 
rison, and an increase of regiments in the United States 
will be made effective towards the end of the present 
movement of troops, in the expectation that a number of 
barracks approaching completion may be finished in time 
for occupancy by those which may arrive after Jan. 8 

“The regiments next for duty in the Pnilippine Isl- 
ands are the 2d Cavalry, 7th, 8th, 22d, 20th and 12th 
Infantry. Owing to the fact that one-half of the 8th 
Infantry was assigned to duty in Alaska upon return to 
this country, and the companies are still on duty there, 
that reginient will be omitted for the present. The 


movement to and from the Philippines is designed to be . 


accomplished between September 1 and March 1. The 
General Order covering these movements is now In course 
of preparation by the General Staff, and the 7th, 22d 
and 20th Infantry will be held in readiness to sail during 
the autumn and winter.”

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OUR LATEST DESIGN OF BATTLESHIPS. 

It has required a generation to educate our people to 
the fact that a navy must constitute our strong arm of 
national defense and that our relative standing as re- 
gards sea power should be at least a little in advance 
of every nation that would attempt to close any of the 
ports of the world to our trade and commerce. Our 
people at last realize that a strong navy is a guarantee 
for peace, and that as an insurance premium against 
war, the Navy is a good paying investment. 

; Now that both executive and legislative branches of 
the Government are co-operating in the effort to give 


the Navy substantially the extent of construction that 
the Service desires, it behooves naval experts and ad- 
ministrators to give careful heed as to the character of 
the ships that should be contracted for. It must be re- 
membered, however, as soon as the fact is realized that 
the Congress stands ready to make liberal and even 
bountiful appropriations for naval needs, it can be ex- 
pected that the advocates of fads and hobbies as re- 
gards designs and types of naval craft will become very 
aggressive and persistent. 

Four years ago the advocates of the submarine boat 
had convinced many influential members of the House 
Naval Committee that an investment of $1,000,000 in 
construction of this character would contribute more 
to our naval strength than the building of a battleship 
whose cost would approximate from $6,000,000 to $8,- 
000,000, Craft of this design will undoubtedly have to 
be reckoned with in the future, but hardly a student of 
naval affairs in any country could now be found who 
regard such boats as other than auxiliary to the work 
of the armor clad vessels. ‘Ten years previous to the 
agitation for submarines there was a very persistent de- 
mand from certain quarters for the building of vessels 
like the Katahdin, a type of craft which it was main- 
tained was not only invulnerable to attack, but one which 
would be able in action to steam swiftly among the 
enemy’s fleet and ram the underwater bodies of the foe's 
most powerful battleships. The principal work that 
this said vessel did in the ramming line was to butt the 
docks and various ships which were in the vicinity of 
her pathway, 

‘'wo years ago the British Admiralty was warned that 
it was building battleships of too heavy displacement, 
and that both efficiency and endurance could be secured 
by reducing the size, and consequently the cost, of such 
vessels, There are but few individuals that can resist 
the attraction of rushing to the bargain counter, and 
as it has been remarked by an eminent philosopher, that 
the foibles of an individual people are reflected in its 
legislation, it was not surprising that the proposition to 
buy marked-down battleships appealed very strongly 
to some administrators and experts in the British Navy. 
Study, retlection and observation, however, upon the 
part of experienced men and thoughtful experts of the 
British Admiralty caused the English service to refuse 
the bait that had been offered. Instead of building 
smaller ships, the British Admiralty authorized the con- 
struction of battleships of even jarger displacement. The 
British estimates of the present year provide for battle- 
ships of still greater displacement, and thus it will be 





seen that this particular suggestion has -been pretty 
well eradicated in England. 

Within a year from the time the suggestion was made 
in England to decrease the size of the battleship, the 
idea had taken strong root in America. Public senti- 
ment that was in opposition to large appropriations for 
the naval service naturally rushed to the support of the 
idea of decreasing the size of the warship. The econo- 
mists also favored the proposition of building cheaper 
ships. The faddist, of course, welcomed any innovation 
for a change in design that gave him another chance to 
install some fancied improvement in armament or motive 
machinery. The Board on Construction of the Navy 
Department strongly opposed a reduction in the character 
of the displacement of such vessels, and the Navy De- 
partment sustained their judgment. 

The advocates of the second class or small sized battle- 
ships were strong enough to secure the authorization of 
two vessels of 13,000 tons displacement, although in the 
same naval bill the Service was fortunate enough to 
secure three battleships of 16,000 tons displacement. 

The act making appropriation for these five battle- 
ships was passed March 4 of the present year. It was 
an easy matter for the Navy Department to prepare 
general pians for the three larger ships, since these 
vessels were practically duplicates of the Connecticut. 
Contracts for these three ships were awarded months 
ago and work on these vessels will soon commence, for 
considered material for each ship has already been 
ordered. Necessary delay, however, has taken place in 
preparing the plans of the smaller sized battleships, and 
it is not surprising that such has been the case, for in 
preparing the designs it has been found necessary to 
sacrifice, in part, at least one or all the elements that 
constitute the strength of the Connecticut design. 

The Board on Construction of the Navy Department 
has agreed to disagree in making a recommendation as 
to the general characteristics of these vessels. Admiral 
O'Neil, as well as Admiral Bowles, are practically ready 
to sacrifice speed and radius of action in order to secure 
a heavy installation of armor and armament, and yet 
the armor that they would place on these ships is more 
fitting for an armored cruiser than a modern battleship. 
The battery which they suggest is a very heavy one for 
the intended displacement. Comparing this contemplated 
battery with the armament installed on ships of similar 
tonnage belonging to the British and Continental navies, 
the question may be asked whether this battery is not 
too heavy for the platform upon which it stands, and 
whether the gun mounts and emplacements will with- 
stand for any length of time the shock of the numerous 
and heavy guns that have been projected for installation. 
In view of the fact that the European experts are amazed 
at the character and extent of the battery that we mount 
upon our ship gun platforms, this matter is worthy of 
special investigation, 

Admiral Bradford strongly objects to the sacrifice of 
speed as well as to decreasing the radius of action. In 
this he is sustained by Admiral Melville. Both of these 
ofticers believe that our battleships should have sufficient 
speed at least to reach the scene of action, and that the 
smaller battleships will have greater fighting strength 
and endurance by retaining the element of speed, and 
by giving the ships a bunker capacity that will be suf- 
ficient to make the enemy’s coast our first line of de- 
fense. 

In view of the fact that all four members of the Board 
on Construction practically condemn the suggestion of a 
13,000 ton battleship, would it not be to the interest of 
naval efficiency to delay advertising for the building 
of these ships until after’ Congress meets, which will be 
within three months? It may then be made manifest 
te the Congress that the suggestion to build a satis- 
factory second class battleship is but an attempt to 
put sixteen pints into a thirteen pint measure, and that 
it is certain that in the operation there will be resulting 
less somewhere. 

Any projected vessel that has an armament that is more 
fitting for a ship of greater displacement, that has at- 
tached armor that is less in thickness than the ships 
which it is expected to meet, that is probably two knots 
less in speed than similar ships built abroad, and that 
has a smaller radius of action than its counterpart built 
anywhere, is a hybrid battleship, and one that would 
prove its inefficiency and lack of fighting value in time 
of emergency. 

The naval Service has a great interest in this matter, 


‘and there are many thoughtful officers who believe that 


it menaces the prestige of the Navy to give encourage- 
ment to the suggestion that any one can design a 13,000 
ton battleship which will have the offensive and defen- 
sive qualities of a ship of 3,000 tons greater displace- 
ment. If the Congress cannot be induced to grant an 
additional sum for the construction of two first class 
battleships to replace the smaller ones, then authority 
should be requested to build two armored cruisers of 
13,000 tons, for these vessels at least could be made the 
equal of their class. The fighting value of the armored 
cruiser is only one remove from that of the battleship, 
while their heavy displacement and excessive horse 
power, combined with their great radius of action, would 
make them of incalculable benefit to the Navy both in 
peace and in war. 


OUR MEDICAL RECORD IN CHINA. 


In an article entitled “The Medical Department In 
China,” published in the current number of the Journal 
of the Association of Military Surgeons, Major Francis 
J. Ives, Med. Dept., U.S.A., Chief Surgeon of the China 
Relief Expedition, adds an interesting chapter to the 
history of that brief but important campaign. When 
the 9th U.S. Infantry was ordered from Manila to Pekin 
in the early summer of 1900, it was accompanied by 
three medical officers, the usual number of members of 
the hospital corps and the customary allotment of sup- 
plies. The work of the Medical Department began with 
the landing of the American troops in China, and was 
conducted in the most energetic and orderly fashion. A 
three-hundred bed field-hospital for the troops in Tien- 
tsin to serve as a base hospital for the troops at the 
front, and a one-thousand bed hospital fully equipped, 
together with materials for a medical supply depot, was 
placed in readiness at San Francisco for immediate ship- 
ment. When the American troops in China were in- 
creased to about five thousand the Medical Corps ac- 
companying them was increased to six officers with the 
rank of major, three assistant surgeons, twenty contract 
surgeons, two hundred members of the Hospital Corps 





and fifteen women nurses. To facilitate the work of the 
corps, the sum of one hundred thousand “was 
turned over to medical disbursing officers, and the hos- 
pital ship Relief was ordered to Taku to serve as ulti- 
mate base. Major Ives shows that in spite of sensa- 
tional statements as to the sick report among the Ameri- 
can troops, the heauu of the command was all that could 
have been expected of men suddenly transterred from the 
trying conditions prevalent in the Philippines to a aif- 
ferent climate. When the command left Tientsin 
for Pekin there were 3.8 per cent. on sick report; 
on Aug. 8, after the battle of Yangtsun, with the cas- 
ualties incidental thereto, 5.5; Aug. 11, after leaving 
Matao it was 7.4; on Aug. 17, 8.6; between Aug. 20 and 
31, the highest figure, 11.6, was reached. From then 
on it rapidly decreased. On the march of the expedition 
to Pekin the American troops were the ohly ones sup- 
plied with ambulances. 

After arriving in Pekin the Americans estab- 
lished two military hospitals, one with eighty-five beds, 
the other with thirty. As a result of experience ac- 
quired in the Philippines all preventable diseases were 
soon eliminated from the command. ‘The records,” says 
Major Ives, “show that there were in all seventy-seven 
cases of typhoid fever; in August, nine; September, 
twenty-one; October, twenty-three; November, twenty- 
one and December, three, and after that none. Of the 
three hundred and fifty-three cases of dysentery (varieties 
not stated) there occurred in August, one hundred anid 
thirty-three; September, one hundred and thirty; Octo- 
ber, fifty-five; November, thirty-three, and two sporadic 
cases afterward. Of diarrhea and digestive diseases 
there were in all two thousand and seventy-three cases ; 
in August, six hundred and sixty-four; September, eight 
hundred and twenty-six; October, three hundred and 
sixty-three ; November; ninety-four, and in the four re- 
maining months one hundred and thirty-six. There were 
six hundred and fifty-one admissions to sick report for 
malarial diseases, but these were mostly due to a cachexia 
from previous service in the tropics. During the winter 
months there was an increase in respiratory diseases, due 
in great measure to the severe dust storms which pre- 
vail in that country. The records show that in August 
there were from all causes 7.2 on sick report, in Septem 
ber 10.4; from then on there was a steady and down- 
ward decrease until in March it was only 3.5.” 

It is pointed out as a _ highly suggestive fact 
that while the medical officers attached to the 
United States troops were perfectly frank in giving 
information, those attached to the European contingents 
refused to state their percentage on sick report, espe- 
cially in regard to preventable diseases. ‘“‘Were it pos- 
sible to compare the records,” says Major Ives, “I be- 
lieve it could be easily demonstrated that the sanitary 
methods in the United States Army are more practically 
and thoroughly carried out than in any other service in 
the world.” Continuing, he remarks, and disinterested 
observers support him: “It is not claimed that the 
Medical Department of the United States Army ac- 
complished more during the China Relief Expedition than 
during other campaigns in Cuba and in the Philippines, 
but it was the first time that our Army has come in 
friendly contact with those of other nations, which en- 
abled a comparatively accurate comparison as to the 
relative status and advance of each. This comparison, 
so far as equipment is concerned, was undoubtedly in our 
favor, and was but another instance of the push and in- 
genuity of our nation, and too much credit cannot be 
given to the able members of the corps, who are responsi- 
ble for the brilliant result obtained. The Medical De- 
partment, like many other departments of the Service. 
has received its full quota of abuse and criticism, but it 
should be a source of gratification not only to the Mili- 
tary Surgeons of the country, but to the nation at large, 
to know what we have to learn from the other great 
armies and that they would do well to follow in the path 
our progress has outlined.”

I think it very 
desirable that native scout officers, who have proven 
their unalterable loyalty, should be given the benefit of 
, year’s instruction in America, and I hope the depart- 
nent will not consider it a bad precedent to permit this 
native Scout officer to come to America. There are only 
two native scout officers in the Service. Would you be 
kind enough to recommend that Patajo be ordered to 
Leavenworth for one year?’ General Young’s endorse- 
ment on this letter follows: “Lieut. Crispulo Patajo, 
lof the Philippine Scouts, served the United States Army 
most loyally and faithfully as chief of scouts at my 
headquarter in the Philippines. He is certainly en- 
tiled to great consideration on account of his valuable 
grvices and I concur most heartily in the recommenda- 
tion of General Bell (herewith) that he be sent to re- 
prt to him at Fort Leavenworth for such instruction 
ss may be possible to impart to him in view of his im- 
perfect knowledge of English and probable lack of tech- 
nica! education.’

necting in Detroit, Mich., on July 17, was duly incor- 
porated tnder the act of Congress authorizing such ac- 
tion, and the constitution and by-laws of the original so- 
ciety were adopted by the incorporated society. Several 
amendments to the constitution were proposed, to be 
voted on by members, by mail, within the next six 
months. The first amendment, to article 4, adds an 
asistant secretary and treasurer to the officers of the 
Society, and makes ex-secretaries, as well as ex-presi- 
dents, members ex-officio of the Council. The second 
amends article 6 to read “The election of officers shalt 
be by the members of the Council.” The third amend- 
ment, to article 11, limits Members by Inheritance to

“those male blood relatives,” instead of “those blood rela- 
tives,” of the first or second class, etc. This amend- 
ment also adds to article 11 the following: “Members 
by inheritance shall include those who are lineal male 
descendants of any officer or enlisted man now deceased 
vho was killed or died of wounds received or disease con- 
tracted in the line of duty in the Santiago compaigs 
and who, had he survived, would have been eligible to 
membership. Honorary membership shall be conferred 
upon all duly accredited Military and Naval Attachés 
of foreign governments who were present on land in 
(Cuba with the 5th Army Corps at any time during’the 
Santiago campaign. Honorary members shall be ex- 
mpt from ‘payment of dues, and shall not be entitled -to

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NAVAL REVIEW AT OYSTER BAY. 


The program for the Naval Review by President Roo- 
sevelt, which we gave last week, was carried out at 
Oyster Bay on Monday, Aug. 17. On Sunday the Presi- 
dent attended divine service on the Kearsarge and af- 
terwards made an informal inspection of the vessel to 
which he gave such hearty praise that officers and men 
were proud of themselves. He made minute inquiries 
concerning the run made by the ship from Tompkins- 
ville to the Needles and return. He asked numerous 
questions as to details—how the coal lasted, how the 
ship bore herself, how the men like it and the sensations 
of each. Then he spoke of target practice, and when 
Captain Hemphill told him of the recent records he 
congratulated him warmly. 

“That's right, that’s right—splendid!” he exclaimed 
again and again. The Secretary of the Navy joined in 
the praise. The President was accompanied by Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Captain Brownson, of the Naval Academy. 


Just before the service Rear Admirals Sands, Coghlan, 
and Wise arrived, in order of seniority, to pay their re- 
spects to the President, and then, with Captain Hemp- 
hill, commander of the Kearsarge and chief of staff, and 
Lieutenant Eberle, flag lieutenant, the visiting party, 
passing through lines of marines, went to the gun deck 
to listen to Chaplain Isaacs preach on “Citizenship, 
Afloat and Ashore.” 

jk The heavy fog that hung over the bay Sunday even- 
ing was dispelled on the morning of Monday, the day 
of the review, which was an ideal one for the occasion. 
The war vessels saluted as the stern of the Presidential 
yacht came upon an even line with their bows. After 
she had passed up and down the line the Mayflower 
dropped anchor at 10:20 a. m. at the head of the line, 
tuking her position half way between the Olympia and 
the Kearsarge. 

The Stewart, which was to hold the end of her line, 
did not arrive from New York with the foreign naval 
attachés until the Mayflower had almost finished her 
passage and steamed to her anchorage after the Stew- 
art had passed. 

At a speed of about six knots the Mayflower passed 
in succession the Kearsarge, Alabama, Lilinois, ‘Texas, 
Baltimore and Chicago, in the line of battleships, and 
the Decatur, Bainbridge, Barry, Dale and the Chaun- 
cey in the line of torpedo boats. The rails and turrets 
of each vessel were lined by the white clad jackies, while 
the marines in their blue uniforms, and the bands wear- 
ing their scarlet coats, were drawn up on the forward 
decks. As the Mayflower came opposite each one the 
men joined in giving three hurrahs, the President smil- 
ing and raising his silk hat in acknowledgment. 

After making a wide detour to the south, the nose of 
the yacht was headed between the Panther and the 
Lawrence, the two vessels that marked the ends of the 
two western lines. 

The echoes from the guns of the Panther scarcely died 
away before the Prairie followed with her salute. After 
her were passed the Yankee, Topeka and Olympia, the 
torpedo boats in this line being the Lawrence, Harden, 
Whipple and the Truxtun. 

The New ,York Herald says: “With the President 
aboard, a great fleet of small boats and yachts gathered 
around the Kearsarge. In many of them were girls who 
shad tried hard to break the dignity of the young officers. 
‘That they did not succeed was creditable, but all dig- 
nity received a severe shock on the arrival of one launch 
that danced out to the ship. In this were Theodore 
Roosevelt, jr., and several little Roosevelt cousins and 
their chums, until the little craft was dangerousiy 
crowded. The visit was not altogether official, and 
there were negotiations in consequence before the young- 
sters came up the companionway. These negotiations 
were principally as to where certain persons were at 
the moment, and the further assurance that all was well 
and ‘he won’t care.’ The party immediately dove below 
and were not seen again until after service, when they 
were discovered on top of the turrets.” 

The accident to the Massachusetts deprived Rear Ad- 
miral Sands of two of his ships, as the Indiana had to 
stand by her. The Chicago was accordingly added to 
his command. Although she was just in from a cruise 
under Capt. C. C. Cornwell, she was as neat a looking 
ship as any in the fleet. The rest of the fleet arrived 
from Bar Harbor at noon Wednesday in a thick fog. 
The orders were that if the divisions became separated 
they were to rendezvous at Gardiner’s Bay. The fog 
lifted on Wednesday night at 10 o’clock, and the battle- 
ships picked up the cruisers off Nantucket. Then they 
proceeded under easy steam and anchored in Smithtown 
Bay at 5 o’clock Friday morning. There the squadron 
lay until 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon, when it left 
the anchorage and arrived off Oyster Bay about 6 
o'clock. 

Just before getting under way from Smithtown Bay 
the Dolphin, flying the flag of the Secretary of the Navy, 
passed, and the fleet saluted. 

After the review the commanding officers, the flag ofh- 
cers and the naval attachés paid their respects to the 
President on board the Mayflower. With him were Sec- 
retary Moody, Admiral Dewey, Rear Admiral Taylor, 
Rear Admiral Rodgers, Captain Brownson, General 
Chaffee, Sir Thomas Lipton, Colonel Sharman-Crawford, 
of the Royal Ulster Yacht Club, C. Oliver Iselin, W. 
Butler Duncan, Woodbury Kane and Commodore Fred- 
erick C. Bourne, of the New York Yacht Club. 

At the conclusion of the parade, while one of the di- 
visions of torpedo boat destroyers was giving some pe- 
culiar and difficult evolutions, the Barry ran into the 
Decatur and both vessels were badly damaged. The side 
of the Decatur was stove in and the bow of the Barry 
was crumpled. Both boats were able to proceed to the 
New York Navy Yard under their own steam, but in 
consequence of the accident the entire division of tor- 
pedoboats, to which the Barry and Decatur were at- 
4ached, five boats in all, were sent to the navy yard. 

President Roosevelt entertained his guests and al! of 
the commanding officers of the fleet at luncheon on the 
jam eg During the luncheon the President arose 
and said: 

“We have with us to-day representatives of the great 
Powers—Great Britain, Germany, and Japan. 
T ask you to drink to those powers and to their sover- 
igns. We also have with us representatives of an in- 
ternational incident. As to that, may the best boat 
win.” 


Captain Dechair, of the British Embassy, addressed 
the President as follows: 
“In the name of my colleagues, in the name of our 





sovereigns and in the name of our countries, I desire” 


to thank you. I propose the health of the President 
of the United States.” 

At the conclusion of the luncheon the officers returned 
to their shjps, and the President left the Mayflower «in 
a barge fur the Kearsarge to return the call of Rear Ad- 
miral Barker. He was accompanied by Secretary 
Moody, Admiral Dewey, Rear Admiral Rodgers, Rear 
Admiral Taylor, General Chaffee and Commander Al- 
bert Gleaves, of the Mayflower. The Mayflower fired 
a President’s salute as the barge cleared the ship. As 
the President went_abeard the Kearsarge his flag bh 
broken out at the main peak and every one of the twe 
saluting ships in the fleet fired a President's salute. 

The President, before visiting the other ships to return 
the calls of the rear admirals, addressed the enlisted men 
and officers of the Kearsarge, drawn upon the gun deck. 
He said: 

“Officers and Enlisted Men—I wish to say a word of 
thanks to you on behalf of the people of the United 
States. There are many public servants whom I hold 
in high esteem, but there are no others whom I hold in 
quite the esteem I do the officers and enlisted men of the 
Navy and the Army of the United States. In doing your 
work here every bit should be done with an eye toward 
the day when upon every man, from the admiral to the 
lowest in rank, may rest the responsibility and duty as 
to whether or not a new page of honor in American his- 
tory shall be turned, As I passed the Olympia I remem- 
bered her grand victory of May 1, 1808, which made 
her name forever one of renown in our history. But all 
aboard her, from admiral down to the newest enlisted 
man, had been equipped for the work by days and years 
of what must have been many times irksome duty. 

“In speaking to all of you I want a chance to say a 
word of special recognition to the gunpointers. The 
shots that hit are the shots that tell. They are what 
make the Navy prove itself equal to any need. I am 
happy to say that the Ame mn seamen have never 
been found deficient in the fighting edge, the first _— 
site of the fighting man. I do not praise you for ng 
brave; that is expecteg. The coward is to be condemned, 
rather than the brave man to be praised. I expect ev- 
ery one to show a perfect willingness to die rather than 
to see the slightest stain put upon the American flag, 
but, in addition, you must know how to fight as well as 
know how to die; then you will be what I believe you 
are, the most efficient fighting force in the world. I 
again thank you for what you are. A peculiar responsi- 
bility attaches to each and every one of you. It has 
been my plersure to see the ship and the guns, but above 
all, the men behind the guns.” 

The men interrupted to cheer first the President and 
then the Admiral. At the conclusion of the ceremony 
the band played “The Star Spangled Banner.” 

The President asked the name and birthplace of each 
of the gunpein‘ers, taking note of the large proportion 
of men from the Middle West. 

On the Olympia he again was requested to say a word 
to the enlisted men. He said, in substance : 

“As President of the United States I wish, on behalf 
of the entire country, to greet you as representative’ 
of the officers and the enlisted men of the United States 
Navy. Every man aboard the Olympia must feel that 
on him rests a double duty to see to it that the ship’r 
name shall be foréver more a symbo! of victory and of 
glory to all the people of our country. ow 

“Nothing pleased me more than to see to-day my - 
self how high is the standard of the enlisted me ‘the 
United States Navy. I do not believe that ouf’ Navy 
ever has been at a higher point of efficiency. ’ Month 
by month the already high standard is being raised even 
higher: All alike share in the duty and share in: the 
honor which comes if the duty is well done. Whethe: 
the service is rendered in the conning tower or in the 
gun turrets or in the engine room it matters npt, so long 
as the service itself is of the highest possible kind. This 
ship commemorates forever the name of Admiral Vewey 
as the Hartford commemorates that of Admiral Farra- 
gut. And | ask you all as Americans proud of your 
country, from the Admiral down ‘to the last enlisted 
landsman or the youngest apprentice, to appreciate alike 
the high honor and heavy responsibility of your post- 
tions;” 

At the conclusion the men cheered the President ana 
then Admiral Dewey. 

When the President went to the Yankee, where he met 
the landsmen in training, he expressed himslf as particu- 
larly pleased with their fine bearing and with the readi- 
ne&s they show in learning their duties, and he called 
attention to the fact that upon the way in which they 
performed their duties dependéd the future efficiency 
of the United States Navy. The President took par- 
ticular interest not only in the gun pointers, but in the 
warrant and petty officers, and expressed pleasure a 
learning that at the end of their four years’ service two- 
thirds of the men had re-enlisted. 

Seven of the vessels participating in the review atin 
one which joined on the way arrived at Rockland, Me.. 
Wednesday afternoon, Aug. 19. The destroyers took 
the inland route and arrived the day before. The crui- 
ser Topeka and the auxiliary cruiser Prairie were de- 
tached from the column Tuesday, the Topeka under or- 
ders to go to Bar Harbor, and the Prairie to Boston. 
"Fhe auxiliary cruiser Panther could not keep up with 
the rest of*the column and was left to make her way to 
Rockland by the inland route. She got in early Wed- 
nesday. The gunboat Scorpion met the fleet at the west- 
ern entrance to Long Island on Monday night, and wus 
told to follow the line. ‘ 

The ships will coal previous to taking part in the 
joint maneuvers at Portland.

Lieut. Col. Francis W. Mansfield, 1st Inf., promoted 
colonel Aug. 12, was appointed a cadet at the Military 
Academy, Sept. 1, 1866. He graduated as 2d lieutenant 
in June, 1871, and was assigned to the 11th Infantry. 
He is a graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School 
from the class of 1875. and reached the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel, Nov. 11, 1901. 

Lieut. Col. P. Henry Ray, promoted colonel Aug. 12, 
was a private in the 2d Wisconsin Infantry, in May. 
1861, serving through the Civil War, he was honorably.

Lieut. Col. Philip Reade, 23d Inf., promoted colonel

reached the grade of lieutenant colonel in March, 1902. 
During the War with Spain he was inspector general of 
Volunteers, and was in the Cuban campaign, and also 
saw extensive service in the Philippines. 





RETIREMENT OF GENERAL TIERNON, 


The promotion and retirement of Brig. Gen. John I. 
Tiernon was made the occasion of appropriate ceremon- 
ies at Fort Banks. The General received his commis- 
sion at noon and received a brigadier general’s salute. 
General Tiernon, who had no intimation of what was 
coming, was requested to meet the officers at the head- 
quarter's building, where he was taken in a carriage. 
There he met the officers of Fort Banks and Fort War- 
ren and Major Patterson as speaker for them, said: 

“General, we have assembled here to-day to show 
in a slight measure our respect for the man and our 
admiration for the soldier. Your service dates back to 
1862. To us who are here to-day it is far away, and 
what we do here now is in respect for what you have 
done in your long and highly meritorious career. As 
officers serving under you we recognize all that your 
record imp'ties. I do not believe that any district com- 
mander will ever have a more loyal support than that 
we have tried to give you. It was not the mere fact 
of subordinates obeying the order of a superior that 
animated us in this district, but the fact that we endeav- 
ored to carry out your individual wishes in the matter. 

“General allow me to present you a slight token of re- 
gard—this bowl. The silver of the outside is emble- 
matic of the purity of your character, and the gold on 
the inside of the pleasantest part of your life—the past 
and that to come.” 

Col. Tiernon, though much affected, 2s were most of 
the officers, replied that he would always cherish the 
support of his officers, and he greatly regretted the sev- 
ering of the ties. His life as commander of the Boston 
district had been a most pleasant one, and the pleasant- 
est remembrances of it all was the way in which every 
command that he had given had been obeyed. There 
would always be to him, he said, the kindliest feelings 
when he brought before his mind his happy life at Fort 
Banks, because of the unanimity of feeling that had al- 
ways existed between himself and his men. 

The punch bow! of silver lined with gold bore this in- 
scription: 

“Presented to Brig. Gen, John L. Tiernon, U.S.A.,, 
by the officers of the Artillery district of Boston, Aug. 
11, 1903.” 

A toast to General Tiernon followed, and then there 
were other toasts to officers who had been promoted that 
day. Capt. F. Marsh, who has been raised to major, 
was toasted by Colonel Tiernon, as were also Capt. A. 
A. Starbird, of the Artillery Corps of Fort Revere, Mass., 
and Capt. Guy T. Scott, of the Artillery of Fort Banks. 
General Tiernon was a member of the examining board 
which gave to the latter two their commissions. All of 
the officers made happy speeches, after which there was 
a social hour and luncheon. 

John L. Tiernon, jr., the son of General Tiernon, was 
the only civilian present besides the reporters. 

General ‘Tiernon served in the Civil War from Feb. 
19, 1862, to its close. He also served in the Indian 
campaign in 1866 in New Mexico. He served as chief 
of police of Manila for more than a year and during a 
very trying period when there were constant plots to 
burn the city. When General Tiernon was relieved 
from duty as chief of police, it was decided to call the 
new incumbent superintendent, it being intended out 
of compliment to General Tiernon that there should 
never be another military chief of police.

HONORS TO GENERAL COOLIDGE. 


“At six o'clock yesterday afternoon,” the San Fran- 
cisco Post of Aug. 11 says, “Gen. Charles Austin 
Coolidge formally surrendered the regimental colors to 
Lieut. Col. Thos. C. Woodbury, who will take command 
ot the regiment. General Coolidge’s surrender of the 
command was made the occasion of a touching ceremony. 
His leng cennection with the gallant 7th has endeared 
him to every man in the regiment and the General and 
his wife were invited to the residence of Colonel Wood- 
bury where he and General Coolidge were the honored 
guests of the officers of the regiment.

After the reception Captain 
Penn. in the name of the officers of the regiment, pre- 
sented the General with a beautiful silver loving cup 
standing about sixteen inches high surmounting an ebony 
pedestal about a foot high. The’ following inscription 
was beautifully engraved upon it: ‘Presented to Briga- 
dier General Charles Austin Coolidge, by the officers of 
the 7th United States Infantry as a token of their 
love and esteem and as a memento of more than thirty 
years’ service as an officer of the regiment.” On pre- 
senting the cup Captain Penn made a short address to 
the General, reviewing briefly his career and expressing, 
the sentiments of the regiment. General Coolidge re- 
sponded in a few soldierly and well chosen remarks in 
which he spoke of his attachment to the regiment and 
the deep regret he felt at leaving it, and assured those 
present that he would ever follow the career of the 7th 
Infantry with as much pride and anxiety as if he were 
still in command. At the end of the General’s address 
there was not a dry eye in the room. Captain Penn 
then read numerous telegrams from officers who were. 
unable. on account of detached service, to be present. 
The champagne was opened, the loving cup filled to the 
brim and passed to each and all, and after the exchange 
of toasts and good wishes the band played Auld Lang 
Syne and the guests departed.

The 6th has felt itself indebted to him tor 
numerous kindness extended during the Spanish and 
Philippine campaigns, but the designing of the large 
bronze tablet at Fort Thomas in honor of the officers 
and men of the regiment killed in battle probably prompt= 
ed the remembrance of him in this handsome manner. 

Chief Boatswain T. Sheehan, U.S.N., who has been 
on duty at the navy yard, Puget Sound, has been de- 
tached and ordered to the hospital at Mare Island, Cal., 
for treatment, and together with his wife and family 
took passage on the steamshi ueen from Seattle for 
San Francisco on Aug. 7. r. Sheehan is an old vet- 
eran of the Navy, which he joined in 1855, and was first 
assigned to the frigate Merrimac, which sailed from Bos- 
ton to the Pacific coast in °57, to relieve the old Inde- 
pendence, and remained on board the Merrimac until 
she was laid up at Norfolk in ’60. Re-enlisting in "61 
he was assigned to the Richmond and was on board of 
her during her encounter with the Confederate ram 
Manassas. He also took part in the engagements at 
Vicksburg and at Port Hudson. Admiral George Dewey 
was then executive officer of the ae which was 
lost with almost the entire crew at the latter engage- 
ment. Serving on shore duty and aboard ship until the 
river was cleared for navigation, he was mustered out, 
came to California in ’66 and joined the State militia of 
which he is now an exempt member. At this time he 
married, settled in Vallejo, Cal., and engaged in busi- 
ness, In 1887 he re-enlisted. 

A correspondent of the Detroit Journal, who takes ex- 
ception to some criticism of Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
U.S.A., says: “Prompted by the most sterling patriot- 
ism, General Miles entered the Service from civil life, 
and by his splendid record during the Civil War, the 
most prodigious and sanguinary war in the history of 
the world, as well as his serving since, rose to the head 
and command of the Army. More than twenty-five years 
ago in mid-winter (1876 and 1877), in Montana, with 
the thermometer at 40 to 60 below zero, he mounted his 
regiment (5th Infantry) upon ponies and proceeded 
against the Sioux Indians under Sitting Bull. In 1877 
he received the surrender of Chief Joseph of the Nez 
Percés band of Indians. Subsequently he went to Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, and in a campaign of only about 
four months secured the surrender of the famous Chief 
Geronimo, sending him to Florida, securing lasting peace 
and blissful security and receiving the most enthusiastic 
ovations from a grateful people. There is planted within 
the breast of the good officer a feeling of pride and of 
jealousy of a proud record, and a spirit of resentment is 
natural when feeling unfairly treated. The record of 
General Miles during the Civil War, and in the most un- 
tiring Indian campaign in the Army, will bear the assault 


of time.”

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FUNCTIONS OF THE GENERAL STAFY. 


The personnel of the three grand divisions of the 
eral Staff of the Army has not yet been definitely , 
cided upon, but, it is expected, will be announced ; 
about two weeks. In the meanwhile the officers 
were appointed to the divisions of the Provisional 
eral Staff are still serving. The first division now ocg 
pies the rooms formerly used by Lieutenant Gene 
Miles ; the second, or information division, are quarter 
in the Lemon building near the War Department, 
the third division are in the War College Building 
Jackson place. The appointment of officers to the G 
eral Staff to fill the places recently caused by the p 
motion of several officers on the staff will not be m 
for several weeks. In the meanwhile those officers wh 
because of their promotions, will have to leave the § 
unless reappointed as from their higher grade, are t 
continue to serve as General Staff Officers. Lieut. 

S. B. M. Young, Chief of Staff, has informed the Secr 
tary of War that the General Staff can see no reas 
why its members are not eligible for duty as memb 

of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications. 

There have been many misapprehensions and misuy 
derstandings concerning the functions of the Gene 
Staff Corps. An examination of the new regulations « 
tablished by the President and published in the Journ 
on Aug. 15 shows that a number of modifications 
former methods are introduced in the War Departmenj 
The Territorial Divisions and Departments are not di 
rectly affected, but the new methods will soon make them 
selves felt in the increased efficiency and expedition o 
business throughout the Army. It is a well known fad 
that nearly all orders issued to the Army have been he 
tofore initiated and prepared in the office of the Adju 
tant General, and they were frequently not seen by tb 
Commanding General of the Army until ready to be sen 
out. One of the complaints of commanding generals i 
the past has been that they frequently saw orders 0 
which they had never heard printed in the newspap 
as issued by them. All this is now changed by the intro 
duction of the Chief of Staff into War Department ad 

istration, not only in name, but in fact. Inste 
ar business being carried by Chiefs of Bureaus di 
rect to the Secretary of War, it is now presented to th 
Chief of Staff, who has authority to act on the great 
portfén of the business without consultation with th 
Secretary, and the correspondence of the Army continue 
as before, through the Adjutant General. Busin 
reaching the Adjutant General is presented to the Chi 
of Staff’ and those matters which he personally determin 
are executed at once through the proper divisions of tb 
Adjutant General’s Office. Matters requiring investiga 
tion, or involving several bthreaus, are transmitted to th 
Division of the General Staff to which the particular busi 
ness is assigned and a report is rendered with a recom 
mendation by the division at the earliest practicabl 
moment consistent with thoroughness. In order to & 
complish this work satisfactorily, the officers of the Gen 
eral Staff have been grouped according to their speci 
aptitudes in a division which handles the business of th 
line and staff corps, where they run together; a separate 
group of officers looks after military information an 
military attachés, and the third group considers all pro 
positions relating solely to the staff bureaus. It ha 
been intended to assign Chiefs of Staff to each Depart 
ment Headquarters, but upon further consideration th 
Secretary of War decided to reduce the assignmer 
away from the War Department to the minimum unti 
such time as a large volume of work now pending it 
Washington can be completed. It is probable that 
General Staff officer will be assigned to each of the mo 
important departments as a member of the Departmen! 
Staff to pertorm the function prescribed in the Gene 
Staff regulations and the act creating the new corp 
While the Adjutant General’s Department remait 
separate and independent, its office will be the office of 
record for the General Staff. It is intended that the 
General Staff work shall not be hampered with the p' 
paration of a new set of War Department records an? 
that the record business shall be reduced to the minimut 
consistent with accuracy and perfection. It will 
some time to get the new system into smooth running! 
order. There has been no friction whatever in the W2 
Department caused by the taking up of the General S 
work on Aug. 15, and it is not improbable that as soon 4 
all the bureaus realize more fully the limitations of 
General Staff work and the advantage, which will accrv® 
in having the General Staff determine on the methods 
and policy to be pursued in all military matters, there’ 
will be unity of action never before had in the admin- 
istration of the Army. 
The sole theory upon which the Aimerican Generdl 
Staff is based is that the great administrative work of the 
Army needs to be brought into a coherent system undef 
a professional soldier, who, as Chief of Staff, will rc 
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latter official the necessity of hearing innumerable re- 
ports and arguments from bureau chief and others touch- 
ing technical details of which a civil secretary can be 
expected to have little, if any, knowledge. 


NAVAL MILEAGE CASES, 

Several cases are about to come up before the Court 
of claims at its coming term which illustrate the curious 
complexities arising out of the different and sometimes 
contradictory mileage laws. From Aug. 5, 1882, to June 
30, 1899, mileage in the Navy was governed by the act 
of the former date, providing : 

“And officers of the Navy traveling abroad under 
orders hereafter issued shall travel by the most. direct 
route, the occasion and necessity for such order to be 
certified by the officer issuing the same; and shall re- 
receive in lieu of the mileage now allowed by law, only 
their actual and reasonable expenses, certified under their 
own signatures and approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy.” 

While this act. was in force, Lieutenant (then Ensign ) 
Bion B. Bierer travelled under orders from Honolulu to 
San Francisco during the months of May and June, 1899. 
The Hawaiian Islands had a year earlier been annexed 
to the United States, of which they then formed a part. 
It is claimed in this case that travel to and from the 
Hawaiian Islands is not “travel abroad,” and therefore 
is the subject of mileage and not of actual expenses. 
Messrs. George A. and William B. King point out in the 
brief filed by them in this case that Porto Rico ceased tc 
be a “foreign” country from the moment of annexation, 
the Supreme Court having so held in’ the famous Insu- 
lar Tariff cases. It was also held by the Supreme Court 
that vessels going to Porto Rico since the annexation 
were in the coastwise and not the foreign trade. Even 
before the annexation of our island possessions it was 
held by the Supreme Court that an officer of the Navy 
traveling from San Francisco to New York by the way of 
the Isthmus of Panama was traveling at home and not 
“abroad.” 

On March 3, 1899, Congress enacted the Navy Per- 
sonnel act, putting the officers of the Navy on Army pay 
and allowances, and contemporaneously therewith pro- 
vided in the Army Appropriation act that “actual ex- 
penses only shall be paid to officers when travelimg to 
and from our island possessions in the Atlantic and 
Tacific Oceans.” This provision put sea travel for offi- 
cers of the Navy on an exactly opposite basis from what 
it had been before, allowing mileage where the travel was 
to a foreign port, and confining the officer to actual ex- 
penses where it was to an American possession. apese 
provisions took effect as to the Navy, July 1, 1899,'and 
continued in force less than a year, Congress changing 
the law again June 7, 1900. During this brief interval 
a large amaunt of travel was performed and many ques- 
tions have arisen in regard to it. 

Comdr. Walter C. Cowles travelled in October, No- 
vember and December, 1899, under an order directing him 
to go from Washington, D.C., to Mare Island, Cal., and 
there report to the Commandant of the navy yard for 
passage in the U.S.S. Solace to the Asiatic Station. He 
did so, and reported to the commander-in-chief of that 
station at Cavite, P.I. It has already been decided 
in another case that where a single order is given for a 
journey between an island possession and an interior 
point of the United States the journey is an entirety and 
only actual expenses are allowable. It is claimed in 
this case, however, that the stop at Mare Island broke 
the continuity of the journey and also that as the termi- 
nus was not specified in the order, it was uncertain 
whether the travel was to be to an island possession or 
to some foreign port on the Asiatic Station. Hence it 
is claimed that mileage is allowable for the journey from 
Washington to Mare Island, and actual expenses from 
Mare Island to Cavite. Lieut. Comdr. Aaron Ward has 
a claim of alntost the same character. 

In the case of Commander, now Rear Admiral, Fer- 
nando P. Gilmore the question arises in a somewhat dif- 
ferent form. He was ordered from Portsmouth, N.H., to 
San Francisco, there to take passage for Manila. On 
arrival at San Franciso his orders were changed and he 
was directed to go to Hong Kong, China. It is claimed 
the entire journey was a journey to a foreign port, and 
that not being to one of our island possessions the officer 
is not limited to the payment of actual expenses, but may 
recover mileage for the whole journey. 

P.A. Surg. Raphael O. Marcour travelled from Ha- 
varia to New York and returned in August, 1899. Was 
(nba at that time any part of “our island possessions 
in the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans?” The decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Neely Extradition case seems 
to declare distinctly that Cuba is, and always has been, 
a foreign country. On this ground, it is claimed that 
the officer is entitled to mileage for the entire journey, 
not being limited to actual expenses for any portion of it. 

The case of Lieut. Comdr. Francis H. Sherman raises 
still another question. It has generally been held by the 
Treasury Department that mileage can only be allowed 
for travel “without troops.” This is an Army term, but 
may be regarded as applicable to officers of the Navy 
in. analogous circumstances. This officer travelled from 
New York to Montevideo, Uruguay, in January, 1900, in 
charge of a detachment of enlisted men. The trip was 
made in two merchant steamers, one flying the Belgian 
and the other the British flag. They were both owned 
and commanded by British subjects. The Treasury offi- 





“cers have disallowed the claim for mileage on the ground 


that the travel was “with troops.” It is insisted, how- 
ever, in the brief for the officer, submitted by Messrs. 
George A. and William B. King, that the mileage is al- 
lowable for two reasons: 

1. Because the law does not limit the payment of mile- 
age to officers traveling without troops, but also permits 
it where the officer is traveling with troops. 

"2. That ‘an officer of the Navy is in a situation anal- 
ogous to that of an officer of the Army traveling “with 
troops” only when he is in command of a vessel, or of a 
shore detachment, and that especially can he not be 
with troops. on a foreign vessel where the laws of the 
country whose flag the vessel flies would forbid the offi- 
cer from exercising any military control over an organ- 
ized force of men while on the vessel. 

These cases’ will come up before the Court of Claims 
after its reassembling in October. 





The National Society, Army of the Philippines, will 
hold its fourth annual reunion at St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 
31, Sept. 1 and 2, 1908. Camp Merwin M. Carleton, 
No. 4, have issued a circular extending greeting to their 
“comrades, soldiers and sailors in the Philippine cam- 
paign.” ‘They report that the loyal people of St. Paul 
have joined with them in the effort to make this reunion 
the largest and most successful meeting of the kind ever 
held. Among those who are expected to attend are 
Generals MacArthur, Wheaton, Funston, Hale, King, 
Greene, Smith and Sumner. The. reunion will be held 
in the Senate Chamber, State Capitol, and there will 
be a reception and open house at the Windsor Hotel. 
There will also be a citizens’ reception at the Commercial 
Club, an automobile drive, special attractions at the 
State Fair, steamboat excursion on the Mississippi River, 
and other excursions, winding up with a great patriotic 
camp fire. On Wednesday afternoon, Sept. 2, there will 
be a grand parade and review by the military forces 
from Fort Snelling, 21st U.S: Infantry, 10th U.S. Artil- 
lery, National Guard State of Minnesota, Engineers, 
Batteries A and B of the N.G.S.M., G.A.R. Posts, Sons 
of Veterans, Army and Navy Unions, Visiting Camps 
of the Army of the Philippines, Camp Merwin M. Carle- 
ton, St. Paul.

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Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling has this week 
rendered a most important decision to the effect that 
staff officers of the various squadrons of the North At- 
lantle and Asiatic Stations are to be considered as 
“FY€et Staff Officers” within the meaning of law, and are 
entitled to the annual pay of $4,400, or from $1,200 to 
$1,600 a year increase in pay over the regular pay of 
these officers. That is to says, the chief surgeon, chief 
paymaster and chief engineer and marine officer of the 
Battleship Squadron, the Coast Defense Squadron, the 
Caribbean Squadron and the Training Squadron on the 
North Atlantic Station are all to be considered as fleet 
staff officers, and not as divisional staff officers. ‘she 
staff officers with both the North and South Squadrons 
on the Asiatic Station come in the same class, and alsu 
get the increase of pay. Heretofore only the staff offi- 
cers attached to the command of the commander-in-chief 
of each of these stations have been regarded as fleet 
staff officers, and the staff officers attached to the sub- 
ordinate commands have been called divisional staff offi- 
cers, and have not received the increase in pay. The 
Navy Department is now making the official appoint- 
ments of the staff officers of the various squadrons, as 
required by the Navy Regulations. The commanders- 
in-chiefs of both the North Atlantic and Asiatic Sta- 
tions are to be given a chief of staff by order of the 
Navy Department. Capt. John E. Pillsbury has been 
selected for duty as chief of staff to Rear Admiral A. 8. 
Barker, commanding the North ‘Atlantic Station, but 
no selection has yet been made for this billet on the 
Asiatic Station. Captain Pillsbury is now on duty as a 
member of the General Board in Washington. It is the 
intention of the Board on Construction to have all of 
the vessels built in the future for flag ships fitted 
with an additional room and office for a chief of staff. 








The suggestion of Ambassador Choate with reference 
to erecting a monument to George Washington “in Great 
Britain’s historic edifice” has revealed the undercurrent 
of hostile feeling in England and Canada toward this 
country which must be taken’ account of -in any specula- 
tion as to an Anglo-American alliance. The Saturday 
Review snarls at the proposition, after its customary 
method, and the Canadian Loyalists regard it as in the 
nature of an insult to them and are signing petitions 
against such a desecration of Westminister Abbey. The 
Review would prefer to see a statue to one of the Cape 
rebels, or one of the Irish boys of ‘98 who “had infinitely 
more just ground for rebellion than had the Yankee.” 
Scratch a tory Dnglishman, or a Canadian loyalist, and 


you will find a Yankee hater. The Literary Digest re- 
ports that the solidarity of Anglo-Saxon interests is a 
source of amusement to the Dresdener Nachrichten, 
which styles it “a British invention that grew out of the 
war with Spain.” According to this German newspaper, 
the British had at first no idea that the United States 
would get the best of Spain, as is proved by the attempt 
of the then British ambassador to combine Europe 
against the American republic. “But afterward, when 
the Yankees easily shot the Spanish ships full of holes, 
there was a change of tone in London. John Bull was 
suddenly filled with a new political inspiration, which 
prompted him to say to the Yankee: “Thou art my dear 
Brother Jonathan, to whom I am united by a tie of the 
strongest mutuality of interest. Therefore I call, myself 
entirely thine and am ready to go all over the round earth 
with thee through thick and thin.’.” 

Rear Admiral Charles W. Rae, Chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, was this week asked by our Wash- 
ington representative to express his views on the need 
for a new Engineer Corps in the Navy. Admiral Rae 
desires that it be distinctly understood that he feels he 
has not yet been in his present position for a sufficient 
length of time to give an accurate judgment on many of 
the important matters of a general character naturally 
coming before him sooner or later for recommendation, 
but he will state most positively that he believes the 
present plan of educating line officers for engineering 
duty will eventually prove a success. In this connection 
Admiral Rae said: “When asked about two years before 
the introduction in Congress of the Personnel Bill to ex- 
press my views as to the best way to remove all friction 
between the line and the staff, I said I believed the 
ainalgamation of the Engineer Corps with the line would 
solve the problem. At the time my remark was consid- 
ered excedingly strange as coming from an officer of the 
Engineer Corps. I think that the success of the present 
plan has been sadly retarded by the lack of commissioned 
officers in the Navy, but it is my firm belief that the time 
is not far distant when it will be clear to all that the 
amalgamation plan has proven very beneficial to the 
Service in every way.” We believe that this is the first 
authentic expression of opinion that has been obtained 
from Admiral Rae on this important matter since he be- 
came Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering. It is evi- 
dent from what he has said that he will not recommend 
in any of his annual reports a return to the old system, 
which he believes was not for the good of the Navy. We 
hope that Admiral Rae’s optimistic view of the situation 
may prove correct and do not doubt that it will. 








Just prior to his departure from Washifigton, Secre- 
tary Root, by direction of the President, signed an ex- 
ceedingly important order, directing the QGhief of Sta 
to announce that each year, if there are sufficient va- 
cancies in the grade of 2d lieutenant in the Army, after 
the graduates of the Military Academy and the success- 
ful enlisted men ‘are provided for, an honor graduate 
from each of the six military colleges.in the country, 
which have shown during the year the best military pro- 
ficiency, shall be selected for appointment from civil life 
for examination and commission as 2d lieutenant. The 
selection of the six military coleges or schools having 
the best standing for the year is left to the General 
Staff, which will also, from the reports of inspectors 
ond of the presidents of the schools, select the six honor 
graduates for appointment.

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President Roosevelt has addressed a letter to each 
member of the Cabinet directing an inquiry to be made 
in the various departments of the Government to ascer- 
tain to what extent, if any, the labor organizations are 
trying to prevent the employment of non-union labor. 
This action has been taken because of attempts of 
unionists to interfere with Government work at certain 
navy yards. The President has announced that he will 
enforce the principal declared by the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission that “no person shall be refused em- 
ployment or in any way discriminated against on account 
of membership or non-membership in any labor organiza- 
tion; and there shall be no discrimination against or 
interference with any employee who is not a member of 
any labor organization by means of such organisation.”

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DIVISION OF WAR DEPARTMENT WORK. 


Mr. Nathaniel Hershler, for many years a chief clerk 
in the Adjutant General’s Office of the War Department, 
has been appointed chief clerk to the General Staff of 
the Army. Mr. Hershler was selected for this import- 
ant position because of his well-known ability, and his 
extensive knowledge of military affairs. He is well 
known throughout the Army, and his friends: will be 
pleased to learn of his deserved promotion to such an 
important position. Mr. J. B. Morton, formerly chief 
clerk at Army Headquarters, will probably be given 2 
clerical position in one of the offices of the Adjutant 
General’s Office. An important order dividing the work 
of the several bureaus of the War Department under the 
General Staff law was signed by Secretary Root just 
before his departure from Washington on Aug. 19. It 
follows : 

“War Department, 
“Washington, D.C., Aug. 19, 1903. 

“In order to simplify the business methods and expedite 
the work of the War Department the followimg division 
of work between bureaus of the department is orderea: 

“The Adjutant General’s Office will retain, and in 
future will have charge of, such current business of that 
office as relates, in praesenti, to the command or admin- 
istration of the militsry establishment, including all 
officers and enlisted men so long as they shall remain 
in service. With the foregoing exception the Record and 
Pension Office will have charge of all business of a his- 
torical nature relating to either the Regular or Volun- 
teer Army, to any organization thereof or to former offi- 
cers or enlisted men thereof. 

“Applications for information relative to the wmili- 
tary or medical histories of former officers or men, or for 
information to be used by other branches of the executive 
in connection with pension, pay, bounty or other claims 
based upon the service of such officers or men, will be 
recorded in and answered through the Record and Pen- 
sion Office and not otherwise. 

“The following transfers to the Record and Pension 
Office are hereby made: From the Adjutant General's 
Office, the returns division and the rolls division, as or- 
ganized on June 30, 1903, with the records, files, em- 
pleyes, room, furniture and other property in use by 
them or under their charge on that date, except current 
records made since Jan. 1, 1902; such other records, files, 
einployes, rooms, furniture and other property as it may 
be found by the board hereinafter provided for can be 
transferred without material detriment to the current 
business relating to the present command or administra- 
tion of the military establishment. From the Surgeon 
General’s Office all medical and hospital records of the 
character of those heretofore transferred to the Kecord 
and Pension Office, including cards or transcripts made 
therefrom, except records made since June 30, 1902. In 
future as records of the character of those hereby ordered 
to be transferred to the Record and Pension Office ac- 
cumulate in other bureaus or offices of the War Depart- 
ment they will be transferred to the Record and Pen- 
sion Office within one year from the date of their receipt. 

“A board of officers, consisting of the Chief of the 
Record and Pension Office, the Acting Adjutant General 
of the Army and Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, will in- 
vestigate and report as to the records, files, employes, 
rooms and property, other than those specifically trans- 
ferred hereby, that should be transferred to or from any 
bureau or office of the War Department, and the trans- 
fer or retransfer of employes fur the purpose of giving 
full effect of the intent of this order, which is intended 
to concentrate in the Record and Pension Office the his- 
torical records and business of the Department, includ- 
ing all pension and other business relating to the mili- 
tary or medical histories of former officers or enlisted 
men of the Regular or Volunteer Army, leaving to other 
bureaus or offices such business of a current nature as 
relates in the present to the command or administration 
of the military establishment. The report of the board 
will be submitted to the Assistant Secretary of War, who 
is charged with the execution of this order.

POWER PLANT AT ST. LOUIS. 

The power plant of the St. Louis World’s Fair, 1904, 
will comprise approximately 45,000 horse power. The 
elements of this great plant will consist of gas engines, 
engines and Corliss 





turbine engines, high-speed steam 
type engines. 

The gas engine group will comprise one engine of 
2,000 horse power, the product of Société Anonyme John 
Cockerill, Seraing, Belgium. This engine will at the 
time of its installation in the spring of 1904 undoubtedly 
be the largest gas engine in service in the world. The 
largest at the Pan-American Exposition was a 300 horse 
power, the product of an American house. 

The foreign service items for the St. Louis power 
piant were secured by Lieut. Godfrey L. Carden, R.C.S.. 
of the Machinery Department of the World’s Fair. 
Lieutenant Carden is the ofticer who had charge of the 
Grdnance Division at the Pan-American Exposition, 
and at the close of the Buffalo show he was assigned by 
the Secretary of the Treasury to duty at St. Louis, He 
was engaged for nearly nine months in Europe in secur- 
ing various topics for the power plant and for the 
Machinery Department in general. We learn from him 
that in addition to the Cockerill gas engine there will 
come a 1,600 horse power Oechelhauser gas engnie from 
the firm of A. Borsig of Tegel, near Berlin, and that 
the gas producer for the Borsig engine will be furnished 
by Julius Pintsch of Berlin. The Borsig engine will 
be direct connected to an electric generator supplied by 
the Crocker-Wheeler Company of this country. The 
DPintsch gas producer will be of a size sufficient to af- 
ford 2,400 engine horse power or a reserve of 800 horse 
power over requirements. 

Lieutenant Carden says that the Cockerill gas engine 
will have a length over all of 67 feet 1 3-8 inches. It 
will be of the horizontal two-cylinder type, each cylinder 
having a diameter of fifty-one inches. The length of 
stroke will be fifty-five inches, and the fly wheel will 
have a diameter of 26 feet 3 inches. When developing 
2,000 horse power the engine revolutions will number 
eighty-five per minute. The extreme width of the 
engine including the space occupied by the generator 
will be 21 feet 4 inches. The bed-plate will measure 77 
feet 6 inches. 

The Borsig gas engine shipment will comprise about 


(60 tons and this engine will have a length over all of 
about sixty feet, 

The gas engine of Vereinigte Maschinenfabrik Augs- 
Lurg und Maschinenbaugeselischaft. Nurenberg A. G. of 


Nurenberg, Germany, will be exhibited by the Allis- . 


Chalmers Company of this country and will comprise a 
unit of 1,800 horse power. Whereas, an American house 
at Buffalo exhibited a 300 horse power gas engine, an 
American house will show at St. Louis an engine six 
times as large. The Nurenberg type engine will be of the 
horizontal, two-cylinder tandem design, the fly wheel 
measuring eighteen feet in diameter. When developing 
1,800 horse power the revolutions will number 92 per 
minute. The extreme length of the Nurenberg engine 
is sixty feet, and the extreme breadth to outside of gen- 
erator is nineteen feet four inches. 

The Gasmotorenfabrik-Deutz of Deutz, near Cologne, 
Germany, will send a gas engine of 900 horse power. 
This firm has fathered most of the gas engine production 
of Germany, and Lieutenant Carden states that when he 
visited that establishment the Deutz people informed 
him that if the exposition were only a year later, or in 
other words, in 1905, they could offer an engine, the 
designs for which were then nearing completion, calling 
for 6,000 horse power. 

The chief of the Machinery Department at St. Louis 
is Mr. Thomas M. Moore. This gentleman was in charge 
of the machinery display at the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion and at the close of that exhibit he was called to St.* 
Louis to take charge of the World’s Fair machinery 
display. 

In the turbine engine line the power plant will com- 
prise one engine of 8,000 horse power, one of 5,000 
herse power and two engines of 300 horse power each. 
The designs represented comprise the Parsons, Curtis 
and two engines of the DelLavel type. One of the De- 
Lavel engines comes from the DeLavel shops in Stock- 
hoim, Sweden, and the other from the works of Green- 
wood & Batley of Leeds, England. 

The house of Delaunay-Belleville, Saint Denis (sur 
Seine), France, sends as its contribution to the power 
piant a complete unit of 1,500 horse power comprising 
a high-speed steam engine of the vertical triple expan- 
sion type, boilers and generator. The engine when de- 
veloping 1,500 horse power will turn up to 325 revolu- 
tions per minute. 

Another high-speed steam engine will be installed close 
to the French engine comprising 1,200 horse power. 
This latter machine wi]l be a Willans & Robinson, 
Rugby, England, design, and will be furnished by the 
C. H. Bradley Manufacturing Company of this country. 
The famous house of Franco Tosi, of Legnano, Italy, 
contributes a 2,500 horse power horizontal tandem com- 
pound steam éngine of the Sulzer type and a similar 
item is offered by the house of Carels Freres of Gand, 
Belgium. At the Paris Exposition Carels Freres were 
tated No. 1 by most experts. The Augsburg Nurenberg 
house of Nurenberg, Germany, contribute a 2,500 horse 
power vertical triple expansion engine direct connected 
to a generator, and the Société Alsacienne de Construc- 
tions Mecaniques, Mulhouse, Germany, furnishes a 1,000 
herse power tandem engine with a direct connected 
dynamo. The dynamo for this jast engine comes from 
the Belfort, France, branch of the Alsace house. 

We learn that the above are only a few of the many 
interesting items coming from abroad. 

The floor space of Machinery Hall, we are advised. 
has been applied for many times over and from the ex- 
hibits now offered the statement can, it is said, be made 
without qualification that in point of completeness, ex- 
tent and up-to-date features the machinery display at 
St. Louis will exceed anything of the kind ever seen at 
wny exposition in this or in any other country. 

Definite assignment of space, it is announced, will be 
made during the coming month.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

The hulks of four of the Spanish warships sunk in 
Manila Bay by Admiral Dewey have been purchased for 
a small sum by a Hong Kong contractor named Moulder, 
who will sell them as junk. One of these vessels, the 
Velasco, arrived at Hong Kong on July 1 and proved a 
great curiosity to the public. Moulder has secured 
numerous interesting relics, including several Mauser 
rifles from the Reina Christina. The mainmast of this 
cruiser was sold at Manila and converted into walking 
sticks by the purchaser. 

The President of the United States has reserved and 
sel apart as a site for a military post at Nonucan, about 
three miles west of Lligan, in the Island of Mindanao, 
Philippine Islands, a large tract of public land. 

The customs officers at Manila, having discovered that 
large quantities of Chinese smoking tobacco were being 
smuggled into the Philippines, recently placed the matter 
in the hands of the Secret Service, and they confiscated 
not less than a thousand packages from shops conducted 
by Chinamen. The greater amount of the contraband 
tobacco is said to have reached Manila in cases labelled 
“matches.” A large number of arrests will be made. 

Manila advices of Aug. 20 state that Major Robert L. 
Bullard, 28th Inf., U.S.A., commanding at Camp Vicars, 
Island of Mindanao, has demanded redress from Sultan 
Deseen. the tribal leader of the Lanao Moros. Although 
professing a warm friendship for Americans, the Sul- 
tan recently surrounded a small detachment of United 
States troops, who were paying him a friendly vist, with 
a strong force of warriors and offered battle, his men in- 
sultingly bearing an American flag. So far the only re- 
ply of the Sultan to Major Bullard’s demands has been 
defiance. Later advices state that the Sultan has apolo- 
vized. 

The Secretary of War is in correspondence with Gov- 
ernor Taft. of the Philippines, with regard to the con- 
struction of a system of railroads in the islands amount- 
ing to about six hundred miles. It is proposed to build 
a line from Manila through Luzon to the harbor at the 
northern end of the island. Another projected line is a 
branch from this north and south line over the moun- 
tains to the eastern coasts. Another proposed line is 
from Manila, south to Batangas. It has also been sug- 
gested that a line be constructed along the west coast 
of Luzon from Dagupan, the present terminus of the 
Manila and Dagupan road, to the north end of the isl- 
and. The proposition which have been considered by the 
Secretary of War and the Governor of the Philippines 
contemplate aid by the Philippine Government in the 
construction of the roads. The Secretary of War be- 
lieves that the construction of these roads would be of 
immense benefit and would settle for all time the question 
of possible insurrections in the island of Luzon. For 
police and patrol of the. island, the roads, it is be- 


lieved, would be far superior to a regiment of soldiers, 
while the cost of a regiment would be nearly double the 
amount of interest the Government would pay on the 
cost of the railroad. The ry says that the build- 
ing of railways in Cuba has eliminated the prospects of 
ces in that portion of the island where they 
have been constructed: He thinks a similar result would 
follow the building of railroads in the Philippines. 

The War Department has received from Mr. 8. Krusi, 
vice-president of the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific Company, 
which has the contract for the harbor improvements at 
Manila, a report on Filipino labor prepared at the request 
of Governor Taft. Mr. Krusi states that his company 
now employs about one thousand Filipino laborers and 
that their work is entirely satisfactory. In general, the 
Filipinos have to be taught to work and this requires a 
considerable proportion of intelligent, high-grade Ameri- 
can foremen and mechanics. “The way to keep the Fili- 


pino laborer permanently,” says Mr. Krusi, “is to ar- . 


range his surroundings so that he is better off and more 
contented there than anywhere else. This we have at- 
tained by providing homes for the Filipinos and their 
families ; also amusements, including Sunday fiestas, and 
schools where their children may be educated.” Mr. 
Krusi strongly opposes the introduction of Chinese labor 
into the islands, and says: ‘“‘We believe that the great- 
est need of the islands is the abolition of the Dingley 
tariff as far as it applies to the Philippines. We want 
the American market, not the Chinese laborer.” 


rts received by the War Department show that 
health conditions in Manila are about what they would 
be if the city were in the State of New York or Mary- 
land. The average annual death rate for 1900 was 46 
per 1,000; in 1901 it was 38; in 1902 it came down to 
30, and in 1908 thus far it has stood at 22. For in- 
stance, in January, 1900, the death rate was 50 per 
1,000, and last January it was 23. The reduction in the 
death rate has been over one-half. The pdépulation of 
the city being, according to the last census, 302,000, the 
lowering of the death rate means that the American 
Government and methods in sanitation will have saved 
at the close of this present year, 1903, the number of 
7,480 lives. This showing is in spite of the presence, dur- 
ing the past two years, of Asiatic cholera and the bubonic 
plague. It is therefore plain that under American offi- 
cials Manila has been cleaned up and made to rank we!! 
up among the healthful cities of the world. 

The Post Office Department has ordered that on and 
after Oct. 1 United States postage stamps overprinted 
“Philippines” shall not be accepted for postage on matter 
mailed within the United States, and United States 
postage stamps without the Philippine overprint shal! 
not be accepted in the Philippine Islands. 

Aug. 13, the anniversary of the occupation of Manila 
by United States troops, was celebrated in that city with 
a parade in which eight hundred veterans of the Army 
of occupation took part, clad in the old regulation ser- 
vice clothing of blue shirts and khaki. A banquet was 
afterward served, at which the story of the campaign 
during the stirring period in the early occupancy of the 
territory, closing by the capture of the city of Manila, 
was told and the battles fought over again around the 
festive board. Commissioner Smith was the chief 
speechmaker of the evening. Two-thirds of the veteran 
soldiers of the campaign now ‘serve in one position or 
another under the civil government. 

Major Frank de L. Carrington, 1st Inf., on duty in the 
Philippines, has been ordered to Caloocan, Province of 
Rizal, where he will prepare and equip a battalion of 
four companies of Philippine Scouts to be selected and 
assembled at that point for duty at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition at St. Louis, Mo. First+ Lieut. Wait 
C. Johnson, 26th Inf., is detailed as adjutant of the 
battalion. 

Capt. George T. Langhorne, 11th U.S. Cav., has been 
appointed secretary of the civil government of the re- 
cently-created Moro Province, which includes the non- 
Christian tribes of Mindanao and adjacent islands. Capt. 
Charles Keller, Eng. Corps, U.S.A., has been appointed 
engineer officer of the new province. These two officers 
will receive an additional allowance equal to twenty 
per cent. of their Army pay. 

Major Robert L. Bullard, 28th U.S. Inf., who built 
the Iligan road in the Island of Mindanao, and who has 
had a number of peace conferences with the heads of the 
various tribes, is about to complete a very important 
military road to Lake Lanao. Most of the laborers em- 
ployed on the work are Moros. He has also arranged 
for a peace conference with the lake and mountain tribes 
and will co-operate with influential chiefs, who have 
expressed a desire to inspect the work.

G.A.R. RE-UNION, SAN FRANCISCO. 


It was estimated that the annual re-union of the Grand 
Army of the Republic at San Francisco this week, 
brought 20,000 veterans to the city and the presence of 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., added additional 
interest to the event. The parade of Regular and State 
forces and civil bodies on Aug. 18 was a most imposing 
spectacle, and side walks, windows, roofs and every point 
of vantage was packed with spectators. All the paraders 
received a great ovation, and passed as follows: 

Grand Marshal Col. J. B. Fuller led the advance 
Following came detachments of United States troops, 
sailors and Marines, including the 7th Infantry, three 
battalions of Field Artillery, the 1st and 2d battalions. 
Coast Artillery, Lieut. Col. T. ©. Woodbury, 17th U.S. 
Inf., commandiing. Then followed United States Ma- 
rines and sailors the latter under command of Lieut. 
J. P. Morton, U.S.N. 

The second division was made up of regiments of the 
California Guard, led by Major Gen. John H. Dickinson.

The fourth division, made up of the 1st Regiment of 
the League of the Cross Cadets, was followed by Col. C. 
F. Long’s Garrison No. 101. ‘The Army and Navy 
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Union led the fifth division, which had in line Phelps 
Squadron, United States Veterans of the Navy No. 12, 
the General Lawton Camp of Spanish-American War 
Veterans, Naval Post No. 400 of Philadelphia, Comdr. 
W. Simons. commanding, and several local veterans’ or- 
ganizations. 

A representative body of the Improved Order of Red 
Men, in their picturesque attire, made up the sixth divis- 
ion, followed by local military and benevolent organiza- 
tions, forming the seventh, eight and ninth divisions. 

Headed by the G.A.R. veterans from Illinois, the 
Grand Army Department were formed into platoons of 
eight files, front, for the parade of the veterans on Aug. 
19. Devoid of all the pomp and panoply of the troops 
which marched in the previous day’s parade, was 
something pathetic in the thinned out ranks of the 
veterans, which touched the hearts of all who saw them.

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ANNUAL REPORT ON NAVAL ACADEMY. 

The Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy in thelr 
annual report referred to last week state that in the three 
primary requisites of naval training, moral, intellectual, 
and physical, for which the Academy was instituted,— 
in discipline, scholarship, and bodily development,—the 
methods of the Academy, and their enforcement in prac- 
tice are eminently satisfactory, as far as the means at 
the Academy’s disposal go. In order to obtain the best 
results from the practical exercises, it is expedient that 
all obsolete types of ships and war material be replaced 
by modern service types, and particularly that one of the 
light draft monitors be attached to the Academy as a 
gannery and training ship. The annual cruise should be 
conducted as nearly as possible under Service condi- 
tions, and the practice vessels officered by detail from the 
Academy. 

The Board thinks that the physical development, and 
consequent bodily vigor, of the midshipmen would be 
promoted by the creation of a department of physical 
training, under the supervision of an expert. _ They 
recommend that candidates be nominated one year in ad- 
vance of the entrance examination; that in addition to 
the present method of examination at the Academy, can- 
didates be’ admitted upon certificates from certain 
schools; to be determined by the Academic Board, and 
that graduation at the end of the four years’ course 
at the Academy should be final. The present final ex- 
amination differs in no essential respect from that at the 
end of the four years; yet it remains, during the two 
years of service intervening, a weight upon the mind of 
the individual, since it not only affects his continuance 
in the Navy, about which he might have little fear, but 
also may-cause him to lose class standing, which, under 
ihe rule ef promotion by seniority, means loss of naval 
rank throughout his career. This induces a pre-occupa- 
tion with the results, and a pre-disposition to devote ef- 
fort to preparation for that examination, which in ten- 
dency, are detrimental to attention to present duty. As 
the graduate at the end of four years is already a man, 
over. twenty-one usually, the Board recommends that he 
then receive a commission, and be thenceforth liable only 
to the same examinations as all officers are at each suc- 
cessive promotion.” 

The Board is of the opinion that graduating the first 
class in February, constitutes a loss to the Navy, through 
the individual, which is not compensated by the mom- 
entary relief to the overworked body of officers; and 
it recommends that the first class hereafter be permitted 
to carry its course to the normal conclusion. The pres- 
ent expansion of the Academy calls necessarily for au 
increased teaching force. This the Board recommends ; 
primary regard being had to the influence upon the mid- 
shipmen of the naval officer instructor in the class room. 

The Board approves the determination of the Superin- 
tendent to complete all improvements now contemplated 
within the limit of the appropriation for the same. The 
report says in conclusion : 

“The Academy is in a very satisfactory sanitary con- 
dition, and its finances are well guarded by the Superim- 
tendent and the disbursing officers under his command. 
While discussing the various matters connected with its 
duties, the present Board has been led to realize that the 
funetions attributed to the Board of Visitors could prob- 
ably be better discharged if from year to year there 
were some continuity of existence, instead of an entirely 
new membership. The matter appears to be in the hanas 
of the appointing powers, designated by the statute, 
should they see fit to re-appoint a certain proportion of 
the number assigned to them. Without formulating a 
recommendation, this Board throws out this suggestion, 
obviously for that reason inapplicable to its own mem- 
hers, but possibly expedient in the future.” 


AN INSIDE VIEW OF OUR NAVY. 

C. J. Hicks reports in The Independent of Aug. 20 
What purports to be a conversation with a gun captain 
of the first-class aboard the U.S.S. Indiana, the nestor 
of the battleship. He tells us that when he was enlisted 
Itana Greene said to him: “You know, my boy, that 
beginning this way you can never become a commissioned 
Cilicer, but you may get to be a non-commissioned.” 

He was treated considerately by the officers, but his 
messmates took advantage of his ignorance to “skin’ 
him of his jewelry and shore clothes. The food served 
ty» him, this was many years ago, was so unpalatable that 
he starved for two days or until he found the bum boat 
and joined an independent mess which for a few dollars a 
month furnished him with something to eke out the Gov- 
ernment ration. At the close of his first enlistment he re- 
ceived $850, accumulated pay. After having his fling 
fur three days and spending $150 he re-enlisted and re- 
ceived $675 at the close of his second enlistment, making 
a total of $1,525 accumulated in six years, most of the 
time as an able-bodied sailor drawing $21.50 a month. 
‘Speaking of his experience this sailor is reported as say- 
ing: “Our sailors have their best times in ports of 
North America, England or North Europe. They don’t 
get along so well in South Europe or South America or 
Asiatie or African ports. There’s plenty of society and 
it is cheap there, but not nice. Jack is supposed to be 
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-®& rough brute, but he has his ideals... The American 
sailor simply can’t associate comfortably with Kana- 
kas, Indians, negroes, Spaniards, Portuguese, Chinese or 
even Japanese. Their ways are not our ways. They're 
coarse, that’s what’s the matter. We get enough of that 
in our business and don’t want it in our pleasure. 

The landsmen are described by this old salt as a fine 
class; young Americans of high grade, mentally and 
physically, who will take on any amount of polish. Those 
of foreign birth do not equal the natives. They can 
only be taught up to a certain point and then go back- 
ward. Black sheep are soon eliminated from the Ser- 
vice. There is little thieving. If anything is stolen on 
a ship the whole company is looking for the thief, and 
when he is found the punishment is severe. 

Desertions are less frequent than they were and might 
be still further lessened if the regulations were some- 
what relaxed in favor of young men, who, after the free 
life of the shore, find three months on board ship very 
irksome. This witness says: 

“The liberty books of the ships show that a wonder- 
ful change has taken place in the habits of the men dur- 
ing the time I have served. In the old days the books 
showed that seventy-five per cent. of the men on shore 
leave returned to duty intoxicated ; now not ten per cent. 
of them come back in that condition. More than 5,500 
of our sailors and marines have taken a pledge not to 
touch intoxicating liquors during the time of their en- 
listment. The naval branch of the Y.M.C.A. in Brook- 
lyn, for which Miss Helen Gould gave the magnificent 
building on Sands street, has more than 1,200 members, 
and there are other branches in the principal ports. 
Such a fine place, filled with all sorts of apparatus for 
amusement and instruction, could not rail to influence 
the entire Navy, and the men’s appreciation of it is 
shown by the fact that sometimes as many as five thous- 
and men make use of its privileges in the course of a day 
—non-members as well as members being admitted, 
though the members have the advantage of a discount 
of twenty per cent. on all charges. 

“In our Navy the very best of feeling prevails among 
the men and also between officers and men. There is no 
such thing as a ‘hell ship’ in the Navy, with drunken 
or brutal officers abusing their subordinates. Officers 
and men are both under law, and the law is enforced. 
I have seen officers strike men and I have seen them 
promptly court-martialed for it. If a man has any com- 
plaint to make he can always get a hearing from the 
captain of a ship, and I have seen captains take the 
men’s part even to the point of telling subordinate offi- 
cers_that they did not believe them. 

“Paken on the whole, the officers of our Navy are 
usually the best friends the men have and will go to any 
trouble to help them along, lending them books and giv- 
ing them special instruction. Our men have no tear of 
their officers, but a great deal of liking and respect for 
them. 

“It 1s not so in the other navies. On the way to 
a Russian gun hauled by marines stuck in the 
Along came an officer and began to knout the 

Our gun, hauled by our Marines, stuck in the 
same place, and up came McCalla and put his own 
shoulder to the wheel. That shows the difference. 

“Now and then there is a nasty nagging officer, but 
he doesn’t get on well. His brother officers make him 
understand that he is ungentlemanly, and the men have 
their own way of punishing him. They obey, but the 
work doesn’t go well and he gets marked down for de- 
ficiency and the captain overhauls him. 

“What the Navy needs most now, to my mind, is more 
officers and more cooks. An officer can’t drill seventy 
men and give proper instruction to each, yet that is 
what they are supposed to do. One cook for one hund- 
red men, as they are apportioned now, is too few, and 
the result is often seen in poor rations. The food is ex- 
cellent, but much is spoiled in the cooking. 

“We hope to have the finest ships in the world in a 
few years, and we certainly have the finest men in the 
world already.” 
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GOOD-BYE TO ADMIRAL MELVILLE. 


At noon, on the 8th of August, which date brought 
to a close Rear Admiral Melville’s official career as head 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, all the officers and 
employees of the Bureau assembled to take leave of their 
retiring Chief. After Comdr. James H. Perry, on behalf 
of the officers, had expressed regret at the Admiral’s re- 
tirement from active duty, and assured him of every 
good wish Mr. W. H. H. Smith, the chief clerk, speak- 
ing in the name of the employees said: 

“Admiral: We are now met to sever our official rela- 
tions, and on behalf of the civilian employees of this 
Bureau, I beg to say (and I think you will admit that I 
am in a position to say with a good deal of emphasis, be- 
cause of my nearly forty years of experience in this 
Bureau) that for sterling integrity, uncorrupted and in- 
corruptible honesty, extraordinary professional ability, 
coupled with unlimited practical common sense, with a 
masterful administration, and with an unswerving pur- 
pose in following up what you believe to be right and for 
the best interests of the Navy, I am prepared to say 
that you stand, after your sixteen years’ service as en- 
gineer-in-chief of the U.S. Navy, unequaled by any that 
have preceded you in the administration of the affairs of 
this Bureau; and I venture to believe that you have never 
been excelled in any other Bureau of this Department, or 
of any other Department of this Government, or of any 
other government. 

“We have two regrets in now severing our official rela- 
tion. The first is, of course, that this relation must be 
severed, and the second one is that you nipped in the bud 
our plan to have given you a more substantial token of 
our esteem than words, mere words. But we are con- 
soled by two considerations: The first is that you leave 
us in the full vigor of health and strength to enjoy the 
unsullied reputation and the high honors with which you 
are loaded, and which you have so fairly earned; and 
second, that you are to have such a worthy successor. 

“Permit me to say, with more than the ordinary flip- 
pant meaning that is too many times attached to these 
words,—God bless you.” 

In response, Rear Admiral Melville signified his pleas- 
ure at having served with the men composing his office 
staff, and shook hands with all in his usual warm and 
hearty manner. While keenly appreciating the kindly 
spirit which prompted the suggestion of a handsome re- 
membrance, Rear Admiral Melville thought the pro 

presentation would be out of keeping with the 
spirit of the naval organization, which contemplates the 
utmost simplicity and a strict regard for official routine. 
Further, the Admiral considered that there would be 
cases, where instead of a contribition constituting an 
expression of friendliness, it would actually represent 
a compulsory and unfair tax upon an individual purse: 
“species of blackmail” to use his own expression. For 





these reasons, Admiral Melville strenuously opposed the 
plan to present him’ with a substantial token; and so the 
simplest farewell was tendered him -instead,

VARIOUS NAVAL [TEMS. 

In the United States District Court in Wilming- 
ton, Del., Aug. 8, Thomas F. Bayard, representing the 
Mercantile Trust Company of New York city, asked 
leave and got permission to file a bill in equity against 
the United States Shipbuilding Company, the Harlan 
and Hollingsworth Company and James Smith, jr., of 
Newark, N.J., the receiver. The bill asks permission to 
foreclose on the local plant, known as the Harlan and 
Hollingsworth establishment, the first mortgage, amount- 
ing to $16,000,000, which is held by the Mercantile Trust 
Company. 

The dock trial of the engines of the United States 
cruiser Des Moines, at the Fore River shipyard, took 
place Monday, Aug. 10, under the supervision of Naval 
Constructor Watt and Lieutenant Commander BE. H. 
Scribner, Inspector of Machinery. The run lasted four 
hours with all six of the boilers in use, and about 18 
tons of ordinary steam coal were consumed, giving an 
average of 130 pounds of steam. About one-half the 
full power for the engines was required, the revolutions 
varying between 90 and 108 per minute—the equivalent 
of a speed of about 12 knots. The machinery behaved 
excellently, very little tremor being communicated to the 
hull of the vessel, and the entire test was most satis- 
factory to the Government officials. The cruiser’s sea 
trials will take place in a few weeks, 


The steam collier belonging to the Navy, the Alexander, 
sailed from Hampton Roads last week bound for Cavite, 
with a cargo of Pocahontas coal for the naval station at 
that point. The voyage will take about fifty days, tne 
route being from Hampton Roads to Gibraltar, thence to 
the Suez Canal, through that famous waterway to the 
Red Sea and Aden, thence to Colombo en route to Singe- 
pore, and finally to Cavite, her destination. The voyage 
is generally made at a speed of something like nine or ten 
knots an hour, depending on the weather and circum- 
stances of health of crew, etc. These colliers bring back 
from the Philippines the large quantities of condemned 
stores and other articles of which the Government de- 
sires to become dispossessed. ¢ 

The U.S. naval collier Nero is scheduled to sail trom 
Philadelphia to San Francisco, Cal., touching at Monte- 
video and Callao en route. The Nero goes out with a full 
cargo of anthracite coal for the Mare Island Navy Yard. 
The destination of the ship after delivering her cargo ot 
coal on the Pacific coast has not been fully determined 
by the Assistant Secretary's office. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the Nero will return to the Atlantic coast for 
further use in the transportation of coal to the Pacitic 
coast. 

The uniformly correct behavior of United States sold- 
iers and sailors sojourning in foreign ports is pleasingly 
instanced in the following paragraph from the Straits 
Times, Singapore, July 10: “The American transport 
Kilpatrick coaled at Tanjong Pagar yesterday afternoon 
and returned to the roads this morning at daylight. The 
American troopers have been ashore all yesterday and 
to-day, and have been ‘doing’ the sights of the town. 
They seem to be a very quiet and well behaved Jot of 
men and have chummed up with the British tommies. 
It was a pleasing sight yesterday to see the Americans 
walking arm in arm with the Manchester men and the 
gunners of the Royal Artillery. The police have had 
no trouble at all with them.” 

The Canadian Pacific railroad’s steamer Empress of 
India collided near Hong Kong, China, Aug. 18 with 
the Chinese cruiser Huang-Tai. The war ship sank an 
hour after the collision. The Empress of India saved 
170 of the crew of the cruiser. The captain of the 
Hluang-Tai, who refused to leave his ship, and thirteen 
of her crew, were drowned. The Empress of India was 
badly damaged amidships. The Huang-Tai was a tender 
to the Naval Engineering College of the southern Chin- 
ese squadron, at Nanking. She was of 2,110 tons dis- 
placement, 260 feet long, had 36 feet beam and drew 
20 feet of water. The cruiser was built at Biswick. 

The torpedo-boat destroyer Hull, on a load displace- 
ment trial, off Newport, on Aug. 18, it is reported, at- 
tained a speed of nearly twenty-nine knots an hour. 
Though the sea was rough outside with the conditions 
not favorable to high fre she never fell below a twenty- 
eight knot rate, which is her contract speed. An en- 
a test of a es duration followed the speed 
test and was satisfactorily passed. The acceptance 
the Hull will be recommended. 7 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darli has advised 
Rear Admiral Barker, equmenting the North Atlantic 
fleet, that he has full authority to investigate the recent 
accident to the Massachusetts. 


Bids have been advertised for at Havana, Cuba, to 
raise the old U.S. battleship Maine, the Spanish cruiser 
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Alfonso XII. and the wrecks of other Spanish warships. 
The bids will be opened on Oct. 12. 

Fourteen men were slightly injured Aug. 15 at the 
New York Navy Yard while working upon the new bat- 
tleship Connecticut. Riveting machines were pounding 
at the hot bolts on the plates when dozens of the bolts 
flew in a shower upon the workmen. Many of them 
were hit on the head and body. None of the cases wus 
serious. 

Lewis Nixon, who has been in conference with Rear 
Admiral Thomas 0. Selfridge and other members of the 
Naval Board of Appraisers, who are estimating the value 
of the work done on the Chattanooga and the torpedo 
boats O’Brien and Nicholson, reports that a satisfactory 
outcome of the negotiation is in prospect. He says. 
“The entire shipbuilding industry of the country will 
be affected, as foreign nations will not build here if work 
is stopped unnecessarily upon vessels of war.’ 

The captured Spanish gunboat El Cano reports ar- 
rival at Hankow on the Yang-T'sze river en route for 
riverine ports. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody has written to Richard 
Henry Greene, Secretary General of the Society of 
Mayflower Descendants, that the United States steam- 
ship Mayflower will be ordered to Plymouth, Mass., for 
the week beginning September 1, at which time the con- 
gress of the society will be held. 

The Acting Secretary of the Navy has made the fol- 
lowing distribution of vessels of the North Atlantic Sta- 
tion at navy yards for their annual overhauling prepara- 
tory for the winter maneuvérs: New York Navy Yard— 
Indiana, Massachusetts, Kearsarge, Alabama, Texas, 
Chicago, Dolphin and Baltimore. Norfolk Navy Yard— 
Olympia, Caesar, Lebanon, Marcellus, Leonidas, Chaun- 
cey, Worden, Barry, Bainbridge, Decatur, Dale, Whipple, 
Truxtun, Stewart and Lawrence. Boston Navy Yard— 
Nashville, Arethusa, Scorpion, Newport and Hist. Lea- 
gue Island Navy Yard—Yankee, Hartford, Panther 
and Prairie. Portsmouth, N.H., Navy Yard—Vixen, 
Potomac, Essex and Monongahela. Pensacola Navy 
Yard—Bancroft and Wasp. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has held this week 
that the word officer as used in Section 4808, Revised 
Statutes, includes paymasters clerks in the Navy, and that 
while they are serving as such they are entitled in case 
of necessity to hospital treatment, and that twenty cents 
a month should be deducted from their pay for the bene- 
fit of the Hospital Fund of the Navy. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling has received 
a despatch from the counsel for the United States Ship- 
building Company, of which the Crescent Shipbuilding 
Company is a part, stating that the company hopes 
eventually to be able to resume work on the cruiser 
Chattanooga and the torpedo boats Nicholson and 
O’Brien. The Acting Secretary has replied that the 
department will he interested to know whenever the 
company finds itself in readiness to resume this work. 
The contracts for all three ships have been cancelled and 
a bonrd of officers ordered to appraise the work done. 

According to Newport, R.IL., advices, the U.S.S. Mo- 
nongahela, which sailed from that port for a cruise on 
Aug. 20, had a narrow escape from going on the rocks. 
The vessel was under sail when the wind, it is said, 
hauled and died leaving her well in toward Kettle Bot- 
tom § oa! on the eastern shore of the entrance of New- 
port. Kedge anchors were promptly brought into use, 
and with them the vessel was got out into safe water in 
the channel. 
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MANEUVER INFORMATION. 
Portland Harbor, Me., Aug. 18, 1908. 
To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

There are ‘at this writing two naval vessels anchored 
in this harbor, and have been for some days, and a third 
has just left after a visit of a day or more. One of these, 
it is understood, is to be a scout boat during the ma- 
neuvers. The location of many of the search lights and 
the mine fields cannot fail to be known to them if they 
have used their eyes, 

Par. 13 of the Rules for the Maneuvers is as follows: 
“The attacking fleet is to be under the sole direction of 
the Commander in Chief of the naval force. As he is a 
hostile officer he will not be given any instructions dur- 
ing the period of the maneuvers, nor will he hold any 
intercourse with the shore except under a flag of truce. 
If he wishes information he will seek it only as he would 
in war. He will allow no boats of any kind to come 
alongside. Al! American shipping is supposed to be in 
nort.” 

The period of the maneuvers has not yet begun and 
the rules are not violated by anchoring these ships here 
at this time, yet — 





ARTILLERY. 
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In response to his letter of resignation, dated March 
26, 1908, Secretary Root wrote to Assistant Secretary 
William Cary Sanger as follows: 

“War Department, Washington, July 14, 1903. 
“My dear Colonel Sanger: 

“The President has shared with me the reluctance which 
I have felt to have you leave the office of Assistant Sec- 
retary of War, but we have been compelled to realize that 
your reasons for resigning were properly controlling and 
that we had no right to insist upon your making further 
sacrifice. It is gratifying to have secured a successor who 
has your warm approval. Your resignation is accordingly 
accepted, to take effect upon the qualification of your 
successor. 

“I cannot adequately tell you how strong a support 
and how great a comfort you have been to me as assist- 
ant secretary. You have given to the Department not 
merely an absolutely upright and faithful performance 
of the ordinary duties of an Assistant Secretary, but 
your special knowledge of many of the most important 
subjects with which we have had to deal, your breadth 
of view and soundness of judgment as an adviser, and 
your special ability to stand firmly by the rules of action 
which you believed to be right, against all comers, with- 
out making any enemies, have been of great and special 
public service.

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CREEDMOOR RIFLE COMPETITIONS. 


There was a decided change in the standing of com- 
petitors i the annual rifle shooting contests at Creed- 
moor, for the National Guard and Naval Militia of New 
York shot on Aug. 13, 14 and 15, and the Tist Regi- 
ment team proved its superiority over all others, by 
winning the State match, for teams of 12, representing 
the team championship, and the First Brigade Match 
for teams of 12. 

The latter match was a remarkably close one between 
the Tlst and 7th teams, each scoring the same number 
of points im the aggregate, viz. 1,009. The 71st had the 
best score by 7 points, however, at the longest range, 
that of 600 yards, and was under the rules awarded the 
prize. The 7th Regiment team was 7 points ahead until 
the last range. In the State match the 71st team led 
the 74th by 12 points, the 13th Regiment teams by 34, 
and the 7th by 50 points, the 23d by 81, and the 12th 
by 90 points, at the finish of the match. 

The 7th Regiment won the Major General’s Trophy 
for teams of 16 men as skirmishers by 46 points. 

The 13th Regiment came to the front this year as a 
shooting organization by winning the new Headquarters 
prize, and the Governor’s Cup, representing the indi- 
vidual championship of the State. The winner of the 
cup, Capt. J, B. Warbasse, assistant surgeon, making 
fifteen bullseyes. He scored five bulls at 200 yards, 
four bulls and one center at 300, the same at 500 and 
two bulls, one center and an inner at 600. The 23d 
Regiment won the 2d Brigade Match, as it has done for 
years. It was the only team in the brigade contests 
whose members did not score a miss. 

The Adjutant General's Match, held for the past two 
seasons by the 69th Regiment, this year was won by the 
7th. 

A particular surprise on the range this year was the 
splendid work of the 74th Regiment team-from Buffalo, 
which came in second in the State Match, and another 
surprise was the improved shooting of the Ist Naval 
Battalion, which, for the first time, defeated the 2d 
Naval Battalion of Brooklyn, and was well up in the 
contest for the State Match. 

The 12th Regiment, which for years has contested the 
supremacy of the range with the 7th and last year won 
the State, Major General’s, and Governor's Cup matches, 
was heavily handicapped this year by having to drop four 
members of its winning team of last year in the State 
Match and six men in the Major General’s Match, and 
they must be dropped from further competition for three 
consecutive years. The regimental team for nine consecu- 
tive years has been victorious in former matches, and 
of the ten individual competitions for the Governor's 
Cup the 12th has won six. The team, which was not 
iv good form this year, after its splendid record can 
certainly afford to take a back seat for a while and give 
others .a chance. 

Another surprise was the excellent shooting of the 
ith Regiment, which was well up in the van, and gave 
the 12th Regiment a hot contest. The work of Colonel 
Duffy and the other members of the team stands out 
all the more creditably because the 69th has had no 
armory range facilities for years, and the team was also 
recently handicapped by the loss of Captain Evans, one 
ot the best shots in the State. 

All the teams used the Krag-Jorgensen arm, and the 
weather throughout the match was fine. 

Many of the experienced shots are loud in their com: 
plaints of the Government ammunition, which each team 
had to use. They declare the cartridges varied in strength 
repeatedly and that the most erratic shots were the re- 
sult. The ammunition was from Frankford Arsenal, and 
is said to have been of old manufacture.-Why New York 
should use this old stuff, when over in New Jersey and 
several other places the latest Government product in 
cartridges is used, does not seem clear. 

The honor of making the highest individual score in 
the team matches lies with Capt. B. B. McAlpin, of 
the 7th Regiment, who made 92 points out of a possible 
100, and a clean score at 300 yards. 

On the 7lst Regiment team, Lieutenant Jenkin, who 
was top man, and Sergeant Doyle made full scores at 
G00 yards, while Lieutenant Byars made a full score at 
OO yards, and Lieutenant Casey, of the same team, at 
300. Other full scores were made by Simmer of the 
I4th at 500 yards. Sergt. C. M. Smith, of the 12th, 
made a clean score at 800 yards.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 18, 1903. 

The dredging of the channel of the Annapolis harbor, 
from the Chesapeake Bay to the Naval Academy, which 
began on June 2, is now nearly half done. Congress ap- 
propriated $200,000 for the work, and required that the 
channel should be thirty feet deep. The distance from 
the Bay to the Santee’s wharf is four miles and a quarter. 
The channel will be 125 feet wide at the bottom, and the 


contract calls for shelving sides, rising one foot on each 
shelve. The character of earth encountered in digging has 
been sand and slime. A number of oyster shell banks, as 
deep as ten feet, were met with. It is expected that the 
work at the present rate will be done in less than a yeur, 
though the contract allows eighteen months. William L 
Marcy is chief inspector of the dredging. The Maryland 
Dredging Company is doing the work. 

The Naval Academy authorities have begun to tear 
down four of the residences on Blake Row to make room 
for the site of the new chapel. This work, with the 
dredging, the building and construction of quarters and 
department rooms in the Academy calls for the nicest ad- 
justment in order not to obstruct the work of the school. 
Captain Brownson has been able to avoid all congestion 
in the midst of conditions that required great judgment. 
In this he has had the able assistance of Prof. O. G. 
Dodge, U.S.N., officer in charge of grounds, and of Chief 
Eng. A. C. Cunningham and his assistant, Edgar H. Law- 
rence, both capable civil engineers. 

Midshipman Charles Belknap, captain of the Naval 
Academy team of last year, has been selected by Caspar 
Whitney in his all-American team as one of the substi- 
tutes for guard. To make the all-American team is the 
greatest honor that can be given a football player. 

Thirty of the most efficient of the Fourth Classmen have 
been selected by the Academy authorities to teach the 
other Fourth Classmen mathematics. 

The arrival of fifteen upper classmen for re-examina- 
tions, part of them mentally and part physically, at the 
Naval Academy on Saturday, transformed the very ap- 
pearance of the institution. Usually, on Saturday as the 
time for the one o'clock formation approaches, Lover's 
Lane, the most beautiful and central portion of the 
Academy grounds, is filled with Fourth Classmen and 
their friends. Not so yesterday. Not a person was to be 
seen in these customarily well-filled walks. A sudden ca- 
tastrophe appeared to have taken off every midshipman. 
The cause of all this was that the Fourth Classmen, al- 
though they number nearly as many members as all three 
of other and upper classes together, have determined to 
conform themselves to the unwritten rules that obtain 
amongst the midshipmen as to the rights, privileges and 
dignities acorded the several classes. They, therefore, 
immediately upon the arrival of the upper classmen va- 
cated the benches, Lover's Lane and the use of Seaman- 
ship Walk. The benches are the sole property of the First 
and § d Cla The First has the benches to the 
left and the Second Class’ those to the right. It is whes 
a midshipman has been a year in the Academy that he 
can walk in Lover's Lane, excepting and providing he hos 
his mother with him—then the law abates. 

There are fifteen midshipmen of the upper classes who 
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have either failed mentally or physically and are study- 
ing for mental examination or awaiting physical re-ex- 
amination. Out of the nine who took the physical re- 
examination but two . being Midshipmen 
Poole, of Wilmington, Del., and Martin, of New York. 
Midshipman John E. Pond, who holds the only appoint- 
ment to the Academy from the Hawaiian Islands and who 
has lived there six years, has resigned, owing to ear 
trouble. Midshipman Herbert E. Kays, of Phoenix, Ariz., 
has resigned on account of a weak heart, and Herbert H. 
Maxson, of Reno, Nev., has resigned on account of de- 
fective vision. Midshipman Benjamin Dutton, jr., of 
Meadville, Pa., has been given another ial examina- 
tion on eyesight. The others, with the exception of 
these named who have resigned, will be given a re-exami- 
nation. 

Midshipman Earle Fawell, uf New York, has been 
granted sick leave and Midshipman D. G. Fuller, of New 
York, is at the Naval Hospital, New York, on sick leave. 

Quite an amusing event in academic life happened here 
Saturday afternon last, when the siren call of fire wus 
heard, and between 100 and 200 midshipmen hurried for 
the Naval Academy grounds at full speed, they being 
out in town on their Saturday afternoon holiday. One 
middy was observed coming out of a barber shop with 
his face shaved on one side only. On their arrival at the 
Academy they found to their chagrin that the siren 
came from the new canning factory and their excitement 
was for nothing.

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FORT RILEY. 


Fort Riley, Kas., Aug. 17, 1908. 

Major Smith S. Leach, E.C., from Fort Leavenworth, 
was casually at the post last week for several days, for 
the purpose of looking over the ground to be used for 
maneuver purposes. He expressed himself as highly 
pleased with it, save one exception, and that the lack 
of bridges. Fourteen of these were washed out in the 
flood in May, and have not been replaced, owing to the 
inability of the bridge building concerns to meet the de- 


mands made upon them. They have assured the county 
officials, however, that the bridges will be in inside of 
the next thirty days. The condition of the Kaw is such 
an uncertain factor that the War Department is think- 
ing of requesting the use of the land to the north of the 
reservation in Milford and Smoky Hill townships, a tract 
of land covering some 60,000 odd acres. As a result of 
the flood but one bridge is standing in this vicinity, at 
Junction City, some five miles from the post.. The re- 
cent rains have so swollen the Kaw. that its condition 
is considered rather precarious. It is the intent of the 
War: Department to throw several pontoons across this 
river, and so make communication with the maneuver- 
ing ground an easy matter for both troops and trans- 
portation. But if the river should be in a swollen con- 
dition, such an undertaking would be rather hazardous, 
and might result in cutting off the land to the south en- 
tirely, consequently putting the Government up a stump, 
so to speak. If permission to use the land te the north 
was obtained, the Government would be on the safe side 
in either event. The Commercial Club of Junction City 
has assured Major Leach that there will be no trouble 
whatever in obtaining the desired permission, and as 
soon as the War Department makes the request, which 
it doubtless will, a canvass to obtain the necessary per- 
mission of the owners and renters will be begun by that 
commercial body. 

Great progress has been made on the buildings in pro- 
cess of construction during the last month. The bachelor 
officers’ quarters, two sets of field officers’ quarters and 
two double sets of officers’ quarters have reached the 
roofs, and the inside work will be well advanced before 
the close of the present month. Two double sets of offi- 
cers’ quarters have not yet reached the second floor. 
Two sets of barracks, one in the Cavalry and one in the 
Artillery post, are well advanced, the former being roofed 
and the interior work well advanced, while the latter be- 
fore the close of the month will have been roofed. Four 
Cavalry stables are about ready to be turned over to 
the quartermaster, as well as two gun sheds, and work 
on a third has passed the foundations. The new bakery, 
which is a model of its kind, will be ready for occupancy 
by next month. Work has been commenced on four more 
Cavalry stables and the remodeling of the mess hall into 
a gymnasium and post exchange.

E. D. R.—The pay table of the U.S. Army appears in 
the official Army Register. It is too long for us to print 
here but we can give you some of the data if you will 
let us know the ones you want. The Comptroller of the 
Treasury has ruled that militia officers are not entitled 
to longevity pay. Regimental field and staff officers of 
militia, mounted, at encampments, receive the same pay us 
Regular officers. A regimental adjutant, quartermaster 
and commissary, mounted, each receive $166.67 per month. 
A brigadier general receives $468.33 per month; colonel, 
$291.67; lieutenant colonel, $250.00; major, $208.33; captain 
not mounted, $150.00; Ist lieutenant, not mounted, $125.00;

A ton of coal which will drive one of the newer Brit- 
ish torpedo boats only nine miles at its full speed of 
25 knots will carry it 30.64 knots at 15 knots speed 
and 52.36 knots at 12 knots speed. That is, the vessel 
with a normal coal supply can steam 2,200 knots-at half 
speed and only 300 knots at full speed.

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PROGRESS ON NAVY VESSELS. 


From the monthly statement issued by the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, showing the degree of com- 
pletion of vessels under construction for the U.S. Navy 
on Aug. 1, it is shown that the battleship Louisiana is 
considerably ahead in her race with the battleship Con- 
necticut, which the Government is building at the New 
York Navy Yard. On Aug. 1, the Louisiana, which the 
Newport News Shipbuilding Company is building, stood 
19 per cent. completed, having progressed 3 per cent. in 
the last month. On the same date the Connecticut was 
13 per cent. completed, an advance of only 1 per cent. 
over last month. 

Of the other ten battleships now building, the Mis- 
souri has advanced from 94 to 96 per cent. during July, 
the Ohio from 77 to 80, the Virginia from 36 to 40, the 
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Nebraska from 21 to 22, the Georgia from 31 to 33, and 
the Rhode Island and New Jersey from 39 to 41 per cent. 
Work has not yet been started on the Vermont, Kansas 
and Minnesota, for which contracts have been let.

GENERAL BULLER IN THE ZULU 
WAR. 


One who served with Buller in the Zulu 
War, says a writer in The “V.C.,” de- 
scribes him to me as, at that time, an un- 
sociable man. Not a popular man; not the 
open, generous, big-hearted man we as- 
sociate with those hard knocks at the gates 
of Ladysmith. A man fresh from England, 
a 60th Rifle man, with smart kit, an Eng- 
lish horse and the air of London about 
him. To the ragged fighters he came as 
something of a shock. 

But soon from corners of the fighting 
field came stories of this grim, unsociable 
man which set the others a thinking. My 
friend, for instance, saw him on that re- 
connaissance towards Ulundi, on July 3. 

“Saw it!” he exclaimed; “it was like 
being in a theater. The thing happened 
before our very eyes. I might have been 
sitting in a stall watching a drama.” 

“Tell mé all about it.” 

“Buller rode out with his mounted in- 
fantry to see if he could find a suitable 
halting place for Lord Chelmsford’s col- 
umn. He rode a big, handsome English 
horse, and sat it like a man going for ex- 
ercise in the park. We watched the little

of our hats over our eyes, just as soldiers 
off duty will watch their comrades drilling. 
“On they rode into long waving grass. 














Suddenly. My dear fellow, no words can 
describe it!

Death rained on Buller’s troops, and in the 
midst of it, calm as a sentry, he ordered 
the retirement.

And as they came one poor chap 
threw up his hands, swayed in his saddle, 
and then swung helpless to the ground. 
Buller saved him. Death was certain for 
him, for the Zulus give no quarter; but 
Buller came plunging along on his horse, 
stooped down, grabbed the fellow, and 
swung him upward across the saddle. In 
the next minute he was galloping into our 
midst, calm and cold and sulkily, as 
though nothing had happened.”

In Germany and France radium is be- 
ing successfully produced on a manufac- 
turing scale, and the demand for it at 
$75,000 per ounce is far in excess of the 
supply. In America it is being eagerly 


worked up experimentally in the, at pres- 


ent, apparently fruitless search. But in 
England it is neither being produced nor 


is its manufacture seemingly being at- 
tempted. Rutherford has calculated from 
his own experiments and those of Curie 
that the energy stored up in one gram of 
radium is sufficient to raise 500 tons a 
mile high. An ounce would therefore suf- 
fice to drive a 50-horse-power motor car 
at the rate of 30 miles an hour round the 
world, so that, considered with reference 
to its possibilities, it is not so expensive as 
it seems. The smal] quantities of ra- 
dium found in the uranium minerals from 
which it is extracted, must be regarded as 
the amount that has survived the disin- 
tegration process, extending probably 
through geological epochs of time.
